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On  this  day  (Jan  1,  1054}  a  small  branch  of  the  "hurch,  consisting 
of  82  members,  was  organized  at  l.'aulua,  Hawaii.  Three  of  the  brethren 
v/ere  ordained  to  off  less  in  the  L-'riesthood,  one  a  Priest,  one  a  Teacher 
and  one  a  Deacon,   f-he  following  day  (Jan.  2nd)  Elder  Karren  and  his 
corapanion  left  Ivlaulua  for  rtilo,  20  miles  distant,  bat  after  having 
traveled  about  twe  miles  they  were  met  by  a  company  of  people  who 
wished  to  hear  them  preach.  At  the  close  of  the  meeting  eight  converts 
applied  for  baptism  which  detained  the  Elders  all  day  in  order  to 
perform  this  ordinance  and  to  afterwards  instruct  and  confirm  their 
converts.    It  was  not  until  Thursday,  Jan.  5th. that  the  Hllders  wove 
able  to  continue  their  journey  towards  liilo.  (Karren) 
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•  Eld  rs  aT«  now  preaching  0:1  all  of  the  Islands 
in  the  group*  und  hundreds  urc  flocking  to  Up 
standard  of  lr»sh.  Owr  one  hundred  have  been 
■  plized  on  this  Island  since  llie  October  con- 
ference, and  some  of  lite  Islands  have  increased  at 
a  more  rapid  rate;  and  my  prayt-r  is  that  it  may 
continue  lo  roll  un  il  ail  the  children  of  God  aro 
g  ithered  home  to  '/Jon.

The  work  of  the  Lord  is  progressing  steadily 
on  .i!l  tiie  Islands — numbers  being  add- d  to  the 
branches — the  gilts  being  made  manifest,  more 
particularly  the  gift  of  healing;  and  a  general  in- 
crense  of  faith  mid  comprehcusion  of  the  nature 
of  tho  work  which  has  bceu  commenced  among 
them  by  the  officers  and  saints  generally.  It 
sometimes  seem?  like  a  slow  and  tedious  business 
to  arouse  this  people  from  the  stupor  and  lethargy 
into  which  they  have  fallen,  in  consequonce  of 
the  long  night  of  darkness  thro'  which  they  hive 
passed;  and  if  we  did  not  know  that  the  promises 
o!  the  Lord  are  sure,  we  might  bo  tempt'-d  to  be 
discouraged;  hut  in  the  midst  of  all  our  little  tri- 
als and  troubles  that  we  have  had  from  time  to 
time  in  witnessing  their  l«ek  of  appreciation,  we 
have  been  cheered  and  consoled  by  the  voic<>  of 
the  Lord  ihro'  his  Spirit,  whispering  peace  to  our 
souls  and  encouraging  us  to  perssvti'ar.ce,  mani- 
festing to  lis  that  if  we  would  do  our  duty  and 
walk  uprightly  before  Him,  He  would  be.tr  us  off 
victorious  over  every  opposing  obstacle. 

They  are  like  little  children  in  many  respects, 
and  it  seems  as  tho'  we  ought  to  feel  to  them  as 
we  would  to  little  children;  for,  judging  from  the 
way  the  Lord  pours  oiit  his  Spirit  upon  us,  in 
i  teaching  und  re-teaching,  and  pleading  with  them, 
this  is  (he  course  he.  wishes  us  to  take;  for  they 
are  not  only  like  children,  but  they  have  traditions 
and  superstitions  that  children  have  not. 

On  the  Fsjand  of  Hawaii,  where  brs.  Karren. 
Kecler,  JSiiidcjr,  and  Ljifflgon,  from  the  Valley,  and 
ilr.  Xynrij  one  baptized  here,  are  laboring,  perse- 
cution rag  s  to  a  considerable  extent.  Two  native 
built  meeting  houses  torn  down,  one  of  them  by  a 
mob  set  on  by  a  Catholic  Fri  -st,  a  Frenchman. — 
Children,  who  wftll  their  parents  have  joined  the 
church,  have  been  fined  and  imprisoned  until  the 
fine  ,vas  paid,  because  thoy  refused  to  puck  lime 
and  sand  for  a  CaLvanistic  meeting  house;  the 
prii  ■=(,  whose  name  is  Bond,  being  li'.e  active  iu- 
Sligator  of  a'!  this  trouble,  pretending  that  there  is 
a  law  compelling  school  children  to  perforin  this 
labor. 

The  brethren  are  endeavoring  to  obtain  their 
rights  by  appealing  to  the  administrators  of  the 
law;  with  what  success  we  have  not  heard.  Jus- 
tice is  tardy  in  tin's  country,  and  'tis  qnitoa  com- 
mon saying,  that  "thero  is  plenty  of  law  but  very 
little  justice."

lesday,  March  28.  .  Under  this  date  Elder  Benjamin  P.  Johnson 
wrote  to  Pres.  Kebor  C.  Kimball  from  Honolulu  as  follows- 

All  our  missionaries  are  still  in  the  enjoyment  of  comfortable 
health,  and  with  the  blessing  of  our  Father  in  heaven  attending  their 
ministry,  altho'  their  efforts  meet  with  much  opposition.-  Upon  aom 
of  the  X3i3ndS)  the  3pirit  of  parseoution  i3  boMly  m?Rlfs,u  SinQe 

the  imprisonment^  one  of  the  Rev.  Government  Officers)  of  all  the 
elders  sent  by  our  Oet^onferenoe,  to  the  Island  of  Hawaii,  under 
the  pretenee  of  a  quarantine,  one  of  our  native  meeting  houses  in  the 
same  district  has  been  destroyed;  and  thro-  the  same  influence,  the 
children  of  the  Saints  are  fined  and  imprisoned  for  refusing  to  carr  v, 
one  day  out  of  each  week,  wood,  sand  and  stone,  for  the  construction" 
of  a  Presbyterian  meeting  house,  and  for  the  support  of  this  same  pries tl 
dignitary;  and  has  influence  so  far  controls  the  civil  magistrates, 
that  no  appeal  to  the  higher  courts  can  bo  obtained;  altho-  for  such 
proceedings  there  is  not  even  the  shadow  of  legality. 

Those,  with  many  other  similar  transactions,  upon  that  and  the  other 
Islands,  have  boen  for  the  last  few  months  annoying  and  vexatious. 
Within  the  last  few  days  we  have  learned  that  brother  J.  H.  Xquwahi, 
an  educated  and  highly  useful  native  Elder,  has  been  arrested  on  the 
Island  of  Kauai,  thro'  the  combined  influence  of  a  band  of  priests, 
who  not  only  make  merchandize  of  the  gospel,  but  also  sit  in  the  judgment 
seat.  Finding  no  other  method  to  protect  their  craft  against  the 
influence  of  truth,  which  he  so  successfully  taught,  they  have  confined 
him  in  jail,  under  one  thousand  dol4r  bonds,  thro'  the  pretence  of 
his  illegal  marriage,-  ho  having  married  a  second  wife  some  years  after 
the  legal  divorce,  and  second  marriage  of  his  first  wife;  and  these 
pharasaic  hypocrites  have  overlooked  ail  the  licentiousness  and  corruption 
which  exists  so  universally  among  the  foreign  and  native  population- 

rendering  these  Islands,  as  they  have  been  justly  called,  the  "brothels 
of  the  Pacific,"  to  honor  the  law,  and  .sanctify  this  wofully  polluted 
country,  by  venting  their  religious  and  political  Ire  upon  one  who, 
from  every  evidence,  is  strictly  keeping  the  law  of  chastity}  and  In 
honoring  his  marriage  relation,  has  no  doubt  aet  an     ,]      -,y  of 
Imitation  by  those  thro'  whom  ho  is  condemned. 

Such  la  the  Influence  against  which  we  have  to  . 
difficult  st  timea,  to  mother  the  contempt  with  which 
in  view  of  their  hypocrisy,  ,l,u  applying  to  the    ,  to...        .,,

influence,  forntfstice  and  equal  rights;  which  we  often  do,  but  v/ith 
that  success  only,  which  was  met  with  by  saints  under  similar  circum- 
stances, in  all  ages  of  the  world. 

The  Native  saints  are  generally  alive  to  the  work,  and  evince  much 
anxiety  for  the  'publication  of  the  Book  of  Mormon  and  other  works,  in 
their  own  language,  and  for  a  way  to  open  thro1  which  they  can  emigrate 
to  the  gathering  place  of  the  Church. 

You  have  no  doubt* ere  this,  learned  of  Elders  Tanner  and  K'cBride 
having  sailed  to  California,  under  the  direction  of  the  President  cf 
the  mission,  and  the  committee  appointed  to  procure  and  establish  *a 
press  for  the  benefit  of  the  Hawaiian  saints,  and  for  the  further  spread 
of  the  cause  of  truth  upon  the  Pacific  Isles. 

The  saints  upon  these  lands  number  in  the  vicinity  of  four  thousand; 
and  the  force  o#  their  education,  former  habits,  and  influence  of  examples 
around  them,  render  necessary  that  continued  instruction  and  precept 
which  can  be  imparted  only  thro' the  medium  of  the  Press.   It  was  dammed 
best  that  brother  McBride,  whoso  health  did  not  seem  adapted  to  this 
climate,  should  proceed  to  San  Francisco  with  the  means  then  in  hand, 
and  learn  in  relation  to  the  prospects  of  procuring  the  necessary  bill 
at  that  place-and  to  seek  also,  thro1  wisdom  and  the  council  of  brother 
J.  H.  rSd-.im^/^-to   whom  we  had  written  upon  the  subject,-  to  augment  the 
amount  of  means  on  hand,  by  procuring  contributions  while  traveling 
in  the  mining  districts,  and  also  when  preaching  the  gospel,  and  setting 
forth  this  object  of  his  mission. 

The  committee  appointed  to  select  a  place  for  the  gathering  of  the 
Saints  upon  these  lands,  have  not  yet  succeeded  in  procuring  one;  and 
owing  to  the  peculiar  circumstances  and  character  of  this  people,  wa 
had  almost  deemed  it  impracticable  to  seek  further,  previous  to  our 
reading  in  the  Tenth  General  Epistle  a  permission  for  the  saints  in 
the  torrid  zofte  to  gather  to  Lower  California. 

As  the  want  of  a  vessel  seems  the  only  obstacle  to  speedy  coj   nce- 
ment  of  their  emigration,  it  has  been  deemed  ex]     nt  for  Elder  Tanner 
to  proceed  to  California  and  try  to  procure  a  vessel,  to  c     ice  V. 
emigration  of  the  saints,  and  to  enable  the  returning  elders 
homo  the  present  year.

close   to   the  wind,   we  were   enabled   to  make  it,    or 
very  nearly  so,   when   the  ca,rs  were  again  shipped  and  we  were 
carried  along  by  an  ash  breeze   the    remainder  of   the  distance. 
We  were  all  sea  sick.     Our  positions  were   rather  painful,  having  Ss^ttT 
sit  cramped  up,    the  boat-  being  so   s12a.ll.  Whan  we  v/ere 
crossing  the  reef  we  narrowly  escaped  being  swi  ;.:cl  by  the  breakers 
wliich     were   running  very  strong  and  high.      A  boat  which  was  along- 
aide   of  us,    going  out  was   filled  and  the  crew  all  had  to    Jump   out 
intc   the  water,   though  it  was  not  near  as  heavily  laden  as  our 
boat.  We  barely  escaped;    the  water  in  on*  instance  boiled   very 
ipidly  and  strong^    over  our  gunwales,  making  it  appear  for  a  few 
minutes  as   though  v/e  could  not  possihly  escape;    the  native's   eyes 

bulehed   right  out,   a3  it  were,    through  fear;    but  the  Lord  be 
praised  for   his  kindness  in  preserving  us  from  the  dangers  of  the 
deep  and  landing  us  in  safety  according   to  our  prayers.   We  landed

and  Pelelea.  The  channel  which  we  bad  to  cross  was  at  times 
very  7(  ogbTand  dangerous,  and  many  lives  bad  ]"  en  lost  in  it; 
but  we  had  faith  to  believe  that  the  Lord  would  preserve  us  in 

crossing,  although  our  vessel  was  one  that  very  !'•  w  white  men  . 

would  care  to  v.  nture  otit  to  sea  in.  It  was  a  canoe  hollowed 
out  of  a  tree.  Both  ends  of  the  canoe  had  boards  fitted  in  as 
a  sort  of  a  deck,  which  was  covered  with  mats.  These  mats 
wero  lashed  to  the  canoe  and  made  the  top  of  the  deck  as 
ronnd  as  a  log  and  perfectly  water-tight.  Yon  would  think 
this  deck  a  curious  place  to  go  to  sea  on,  ye1  the  native  islande:s 
were  perched  on  both  ends  of  the  canoe  on  this  deck  with 
their  pa  Idles  to  row  the  canoe  when  the  wind  did  not  blow.  In 
the  center  of  the  canoe  a  certain  space  was  1<  ft  for  us  to  sit  in, 
and  sides  were  formed  by  lashing  mats  to  some  poles  that  were 
raised-above  the  edge  of  the  canoe.  In  this  place  the  natives 
had  fixed  plenty,  of  mats,  so  that  we  could  sit  or  recline,  as  suit- 
ed us,  very  comfortably.  Lashed  across  the  canoe,  were  two 
poles,  each  a  little  distance  from  the  end  of  the  canoe.  These 
poles  extended  six  or  eight  feet  into  the  water,  and  fastened  to 
their  ends  wa.-a  board,  which  ran  parallel  with  the' 
canoef  This  we  call  an  outrigger ;  it  was  for  the  purpose ,  of  keep- 
Z  the  canoe  balanced  when  the  sail  was  hoisted.  On  these 
poles,  when  the  wind  commenced  to  blow  the  islanders  sat,  easmg 
up  and  bearing  down,  according  to  the  strength  of  the  wind  so 
as  to  keep  the  canoe  from  capsizing.  The  greater  part  of  the 
time  »  one  portion  of  their  bodies  was  in  the  water.  But  the  sea 
has  no  terrors  for  the  Sandwich  .Islanders.  _  They  can  SWim  in 
the  water  for  houi  s  without  being  at  all  fatigued. 

When  Hooked  at  thesenien  perched  on  the  dock  of  the  canoe, 
it  looked  like  going  to  sea  on  a  log;  and  had  I  not  been  famihar 
with  the  skill  of  the  natives  in  managing  then-  canoe,  and  had 
some  confidence  in  my  own  powers  as  a  swimmer,  with  them  to 
aid  me  in  the  water,  I  should  scarcely  have  ventured  in  such  a 
craft  as  this  was. 

We  prayed  to  the  Lord,  before  we  started,  to  give  us  a  pleas- 
ant and  favorable  voyage,  and  the  natives  said  they  had  never 
had  a  more  favorable  time.

After  stopping  over   nigat   with  a   native    they  reached    the   crater 
the   next  day   (May  11th)   about  5  o'clock   in   the  afternoon.   Later   in 

the   day   the  main  party  of   the  company  arrived  and  on   the   12th  they 
all  visited   the   great  volcano,    concerning  which  Elder  Cannon 
v.'  rites  as  follows: 

"Our  party  had  swelled   to  about  20    in  number,   including 
whites  and  natives.   In  addiction  to  Bro.    ft.llred,    there  were  oft 
our  party  Tho3.   Karren,    James  Keeler  and  Egerton  Snider. 

'  h  The  Sandwich  Jslandfers  entertained  a  singular  idea  about 
the  manner  in  vvliicli  their  islands  came  into  being.  Their 
belief  was  that  the  islands  were  brought  forth,  and  that  Papa, 
a  woman  whom  they  worshiped  asa  goddess,  was  the  mother  of 
them.  The  first -born,  they  think,  was  .Hawaii,  the  nearest 
island  to  this  continent,  and  the  last  born  Kauai  and  JJiihaiL. 
This  Papa  had  a  sister,  they  say,  whose  name  was  Pole.  They 
worshiped  her  as  a  goddess,  and  even  when  we  were  there 
many  still  believed  in  her.  They  say  she  first  lived  at  Kauai, 
and  from  there  removed  Prom  one  island  to  another  until  she 
took  up  her  residence  at!  tawaii.  They  believed  that  her  place 
of  residence  was  the  pit  of  the  active  volcano,  and  that  there, 
all  the  spirits  of  good  chiefs  and  men  went  to  dwell.  The  bud 
unes  went,  they  believed,  to  a  place  of  darkness  in  the  center 
of  the  earth,  over  which  a  god  called  Milurcigned.  [n  former 
days  the  people  threw  the  bones  of  .-Lime  of  their  dead  relatives 
into  the  volcano.  They  had  the  idea  that  if  iV]<L  was  pleased 
with  the  sacrifice,  she  would  consume  the  bones,  and  the  spirit 
of  the  dead  person  would  be  ]  ermitted  to  return  and  be  a 
familiar  spirit  to  them,  and  lie  as  one  of  the  family,  [f  the 
sacrifice  was  not  acceptable,  the  Lone.-  weic  thrown  out  of  the 
volcano. 

The  pit  of  (he  volcano  is  prol  ably  thice  miles  across. 
There  hive  been  times  when  the  whole  bottom  of  the  pit  was 
one  mass  of  lurid,  seething  lire.  '(Ins  must  have  teen  an 
awfully  grand  sight,  but  when  we  visited  it.  we  found  an 
ininioi.-i  fie'd  of  lava  which  extended  all  around  the  pit,  and 
whirl-  '.nil;!  (I.  in  many  respects,  the  sea  in  its  wave-like 
a  pj  ■'.     Ii    might,  also  have  been  compared  to   afield  of 

slion  .  from  which  the  water  had  receded,  leaving  it  shat- 
tered :  I  cracked;  in  fact,  it  looked  likea  frozen  sea,  ex<  cpt  that, 
it  was  hhi.-k  as  coal..     In  cooling  it  had  cracked,  leaving  large 

Y  '■  . "'  seams,  from  which  steam  and  Heat  issued. 
.  We  found  the  p  in  which  the  lire  was  raging  to  be  about  fifty 
or  sixty  feet  deep;  it  was  nearly  round,  and  about  one  hundred 
yards  across.  The  sides  were  perpendicular ;  the  strongest  heat 
seemed  to  be  around  the  sides.  On  one  side  there  were  two  large 
holes  very  close  together,  which  looked  more  like,  the  mouths 
of  two  very  large  furnaces  than  anything  else  I  ever  saw.  Here 
the  melted  lava  was  in  constant  motion,  surging  and  heaving  like 
the  waves  of  the  sea.  The  sound  which  :t  made  was  somewhat 
similar  to  the  paddles  of  a  steam  vessel  in  the  0(  ean,  only  it  was 
far  greater.  We  heard  this  sound  before  we  reached  the  mouth 
of  the  volcano,  and  it  resembled,  to  our  ears,  the  booming  of 
heavy  art'llery  at  a  distance. 

Thclavakept  flowing  in  the  direction  of  these  two  holes  ofwhii  h 
I  spoke,  and  rocks  thrown  down  upon  the  surface  of  the  lava.

VISIT  TO  A  VOLCANO  ON   XHE  SANDWICH 
ISLANPS.     .    ' 

[Extracts  from  the  Journal  ol  Elder  Ceo.  Q.  Cannon.] 

In  M.ay>  ISol,  I  had  occasion  u>  <  Isit  the  conferences  on 

the  island  of  Hawaii  (the  Owhyhee  of  Captain  Cook), 
and  while  there,  together  with  several  of  the  elder?)  troth 
white  and  native,  went  to  view  the  far-famed  volcano  of 
Kilanea.  On  account  of  our  numbers,  we  found  It  most 
convenient  to  so  on  foot,  our  opportunities  not  being  very 
good  for  ohtalulng  animal1;.  The  district  of  nilo,  through 
which  our  road  principally  lay,  is  very  fertile  and  produc- 
tive, In  consequence  of  the  quantity  of  rain  which  falls 
almost  dally. 

V7e  left  Waiakea  (or,  as  It  called  by  the  whites,  Byron's 
Hay),  for  the  mountain,  early  in  the  morning.  Our  road 
was  tolerably  good;  In  many  places  the  roots  of  ferns, 
which  grow  In  great  profusion  all  through  this  district, 
were  laid  crosswise — corduroy  fashion— making  It  pretty 
good  walking. 

It  is  a  singular  looking  country  along  here  for  some 
mlies;  its  surface  is  undulating,  and  appears  as  though  it 
iiad  been  formed  by  the  frequent  deposits  of  lava  flowing 
-rem  the  crater.  The  soil  is  very  rich  in  places,  and 
covered  with  ki,  fern,  and  occasional  patches  of  timber. 
The  latter  pa',  t.  of  the  road,  however,  was  pahockoe  or  lava, 
whose  scanty  covering  of  sol!  was  worn  off  by  the  con- 
stant travel  of  man  and  beast.  In  places,  this  lava  was 
very  smooth  and  slippery;  and  cooling  as  it  ran,  it  had 
formed  Itself  into  fantastic  chapes  of  every  form  and 
variety. 

We  passed  through  several  small  villages  where  they 
raise  kalo — their  principal  article  of  food — In  tolerable 
abundance,  and  for  which  they  find  ready  sale  at  the 
bay.  Our  appearance  was  generally  hailed  by  the  cry  of 
"the  white  men,"  and  troops  of  boys  and  girls,  as  well  as 
grown  up  natives,  rushed  to  the  road  side  to  scrutinize  us, 
and  ask  questions,  which  gave  us  a  good  opportunity  to 
lay  our  principles,  to  some  small  extent)  before  them, 
which  were  productive  of  some  good,  for,  when  wo  r°- 
*...;  ned  from  the  crater  a  few  days  afterwards,  we  had  the 
pleasure  of  baptizing  several  and  organizing  a  small 
branch.  We  reached  the  half  way  house  at  a  place 
called  Olaa,  about  the  middle  of  the  afternoon,  and 
(topped  for  the  night. 

The  next  morning,  after  br<  akfasty,  we  resumed  our 
Journey — the  man  with  whom  we  stopped  accompanying 
us  as  guide,  to  show  ns  the  wonders  of  Kllauea. 

The  country  resembled  in  some  respects  that  through 
which  we  passed  yesterday,  but  uninhabited.  After  a 
toilsome  walk  of  some  seventeen  or  eighteen  miles,  we 
arrived  at  the  crater  a  little  before  threa  o'clock  p.m. 
We  saw  nothing  to  Indicate  our  near  approach  to  it;  no 
truncated  top  as  we  see  in  pictures  of  other  volcanoes, 
nor  elevated  summit  to  be  distinguished  In  the  distance, 
but  an  Immense  chasm  or  pit  with  perpendicular  sides, 
about  12  mips  in  circumference  and  1000  feet  deep. 

W'!  became  aware  of  our  proximity  to  the  object  of  our 
journey  by  the  steam  which  we  saw  Issuing  /row  the  nu- 
merous fissures  and  pits  scattered  around  on  the  surface 
nf  the  ground,  In  the  vicinity  of  the  edge  of  the  crater. 
In  the  distance  Manna  Loa  loomed  up  with  Its  regular 
ind  tl  >me  Ilk  summit,  from  which  there  m'hs  a  very  vlo- 
lent  eruption  In  February)  1SG2,  which  caused  some  ap- 
prehension* to  u  felt  for  the  safety  of  «he  town  uf  IVala- 
k  a,  on  Hyi  in'a  liny— the  principal  place  on  the  island. 

As  the  in, ilti  part  of  the  company  had  not  come  up,  we 
del d  our  descent  until  morning,  and  employed  our- 
selves !u  visiting  the  pits  and  Beams,  whc.ee  the  steam

'  view  of  the  lurid  fires  of  the  vc'car.e;  thejr  reflection  on 
Ihe  moving  clouds  of  smoke  required  but  little  stretch  of 
the  imagination  to  people  the  ho  Worn  of  the  crater  with 
living  beings.    It  was  easy  to  atruuut  for  an  imaginative 

'and  superstitions  people,  as  the  Uawaiians  are,  believing 
that  these  fantastic  forms  of  clocds  were  the  spirits  of 
the  dee  ii  t  :d,  ihej  were  so  truly  life-like. 

In  consequence  <  I  the  altitude,  we  found  it  quit?  cold  lu 
th :  night  and  had  to  kep  a  good,  fire  in  the  house;  there 
being  no  chimney,  the  smoke  annoyed  ns  considerably. — 
In  the  morning  v.e  were  i:p  and  stirring  betimes,  and, 
without  stopping'?  eat  breakfast,  commenced  to  descend, : 
accompanied  by  onr  guide.  P.y  the  ..iu  of  a  food  stout  I 
staff,  which  .\e  found  of  great  benefit,  we  accomplished 
the  r.-.--c."it  '.a  safely,  and  soon  f  o.n  i  ourselves  at  the 
edge  of    what    has    been   appropriately    called  Ihe  black 

ledge. 

This  was  an  Immense  field  of  lava  which  ran  all  round 
the  pit,  and  was  the  effect,  of  some  former  eruption.

While  going  froia,  what]  call,  th    chifnney  si ,i r ^  of  the 
crater  towards  the  pit  orcaldron,  we  h  id  g>  .it  difficulty  In 
breathing,   on   account   ol    the  str"c  sulphurous  smoke 
which  the  former  emitted,  and  which  the  wind  carried  lu 
th?  direction  we  wer*  going.    When  we  cinin  to  the  etlp-o 
af  the  i  It,  a  sight  met  myeyes  which  1  think  I  shall  never 
1  f  i  re  i.  and  which  surpassed,  In  sublimity  and  grandeur, 
!  anything   I  had   ever  v.itn  mil  or  Imagined;  language  Is 
i  ion  faint  to  convey  an..'  of  my  feelinj  ;  i  .  nuld  not  .•  press 
'  my  exclamations  or  delight  aud  admiration,  it  so  far  ex- 
ceeded  what  I  had  r"a  1  in  written  di  scrlptions,  or  what  I 
expected  to  sec.    I  frit  amply  repaid  for  all  my  toil  in  bc- 
ho'dlng   this  awfully  fraud  and  stupendous  work  of  tl » 
Creator. 

The  pit  we  jr.  if.'-.!  to  be  about  fifty  or  sixty  feet  deep. 
with  perpendicular  sides,  nearly  round,  r.url  about,  as  near 
as  we  could  Judge,  one  hundred  ;  arts  across.  The  Ftroug- 
est  h .'.it  seemed  to  be  round  the  edges;  and  in  one  side 
there  were  two  large  holes,  very  close  together,  which 
looked  more  like  the  Months  of  two  very  large  furnaces 
than  anything  else  I  ever  saw.  Ilcre  the  melted  lava  or 
matter  was  In  constant,  motion,  a  perfect  mass  of  liquid 
fire,  surging  and  heaving  like  the  wares  of  the  sea,  with  a 
noise  which  the  paddles  of  a  steam  vessel  sailing  in  the 
ocean  slightly  resembled— it  was  trniy  a  magnificent  sight. 
Before  we  reached  the  caldron,  the  sound  of  the  spouting 
a.a.l  surging  matter  resembled  the  booming  of  heavy  artil- 
lery .it  a  distance. 

i     The  surfcoeof  the  matter  while  quiescent,  was  black, 
i  with  beautiful  red  veins  here  and  there  through  it;  it  had 
amove  a  nt  — som  !tlmcs  flowing  quickly,  oth.  r  time  s slow- 
ly— from  the  north  east  to  south  west,  to  the  places  where 
it  wis  raging   o  violently.     It  was  surprising  to  see  with 
what  ease  It  would  melt   this  stoirj  mass  and  convert  It  j 
again  into  a  Quid,  throwing  it  out  pometiraes  with  great 
j  force.    Occasionally  it  would  roll  up  in  other  parts  of  this 
vast  caldron,  red  and  fiery,  T.ith  a  slow,  heavy  movement, 
l  twisting  and  curUng  in  all  manner  of  shapes,  and  again 
relapsing  Ini  •  Its  former  position,     '."here  it  was  black,  a 
(,'toue  ii'ould  indent  it,  but  not  sink  out  of  s];,'ht. 

j'V  found' groat  quantities  of  oaplllary  glass,. or  as  the 
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thence  to  Oahu,  thence  to  Molokal,  thence  to  Maui,  aod 
finally,  took  up  her  residence  on  this  island,  Hawaii, 
where  she  still  contlnu  -  to  uainteJn  it.  Tlie  quiescent 
craters  on  all  these  Islai  s  give  evidence  of  the  existence 
of  active  volcanoes  on  tin  i :  i:i  3  ;es  p  ..-t. 

The  nawaiians  formi  -ly  believed  in  a  plurality  of  tcis,

;  place  of  residence  or  lua,  was  believed  to  be  the  place 
|  where  all  the  spirits  of  good  chit  .'.--  and  men  went  to  dwell; 
,  the  had  ones  going  to  the  po  or  i  lace  of  darkness  in  the 
centre  of  the  earth— the  d  miuions  of  Milu,  the  Pluto  of 
the-  Hawaiian*. 

The  practice  of  throwing  the  benes  of  dead  relatives  Into 
the  volcano,  used  to  he,  aud  is  quite  coi  imon  among  the 
worshippers  of  this  goddess.  Their  i  lea  if,  that  if  "I>ele" 
i-:  pleased  with  the  sacrifice  she  will  consume  the  b-ncs, 
and  the  spirit  ol  the  deceased  will  be  permitted  to  return 
as  a  familiar  s;.lrit,  and  he  with  one  of  the  family;  if  the 
sacrifice  is  not  acceptable  the  b  ines  are  thrown  out  of  the 
caldron. 

■We  stood  on  the  brink  of  the-  caldron  watching  it  bub- 
Wing  and  hissing,  and  it  seemed,  in  looking  at  the  liquid 
mass,  as  though  the  popular  theory  of  a  central  fire  was 
somewhat  plausible.  I  thought  I  should  never  he  tired 
looking  at  It,  but  as  we  had  a  journey  of  eighteen  miles 
before  us.  we  were  reminded  to  be  stirring. 

In  returning,  the  guide  leJ  us  hark  another  way  over  a 
lower  portion  of  the  pit  or  tea  of  lava;  it  seemed  to  be  very 
little  above  the  level  of  the  burning  matter  in  the  caldron. 
He  pointed  out  to  us  several  places  where  there  had  been 
recent  eruptions,  leaving  large  craters  or  pits,  the  bottoms 
of  which  presented  a  .imilar  appearance  to  that  portion 
of  the  field  over  which  we  were  walking,  having  cooled 
anl  preserved  lis  wave-like  appearance. 
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SSS^UJ&LJ^  Meetings  were  held  ^   Geo.    q,    Cann   -i  and 
i 
party  at  Ililo  and  several  natives   were   baptized.    The  next  day 

the  nsktive  with  whom  the  Elders   stopped  and  who   had  also  been 

their  guide   to    the  volcano  we^eAbaptized  by  Elder  Keeler  w±  or- 

dained    j&  Teacher,   after   being  confirmed.   He  had  been  very  kind 
to  the  brethren  and  had  killed  three  pigs  and  several  chickens  f©r

The 
next  day i they  continued  the    journey  to  1     ''Vhsnaloa,    over  a, 
rough  country,   where   they  also  had   to  cross   several  l^rge   streams 


The   largest   of   these  was   the  Wailuku  river,  over  which  a  friendly 
native   took   them  in  his   canoe  wihhout   charging  them  anything,   & 
woman  did  the  sane   thing  for   them  in  crossing  the  HonolU  stream.

The  IC3.de.cs  were  treated  very  kindly  by  the  Saints  at  Makahanaloa* 
After   the   conference  was   closed   the  Riders   continued  the    jour- 
ney 6   miles    to  Honomu,   where  they  held  meetings    in   tba  evening 
of   the   17th  and  on   the   18th.   Elder  Cannon  being  sick   the  party 
laid   over  till    the   19 th, when  they   uta.rted  for  Pimohai^  where   they 
held  meetings) baptized  two  and  stopped  over  night.   On  the  20th 
the  company  moved  on/to    Van  Hou ten's  place,    where  Elder  Lav/son 

joined  them  and  where  a  meeting  was  held  the  following  day   (81st} 
Bro.    Van  Haute n  subscribed  ^20   toward   the  return  of    the  Elders  and 
thejfew  native  Saints   gave  $5.      On   thei24th  the   journey  was   continued 
and  after  encountering   some   dangers   in   crossing  streams,    which  wore 
considerably  swollen  beaause   of   the   rain^they  arrived  at  V/aipio   on 

the  25th.      In  stopping   that  day  for  dinner  at  Ho  no  kjj  a   they  baptized 
six.        On  their  arrival  at  Wai  pi  o_  the  brethm  felt  very  tired 
and  fatigued  after   their  hard  travels        The   distance  from  this 
place    to   the  volcano  is   nearly  100  miles.    The  Klders   now   remained 
in  V/aipio   several   days  holding  meetings   daily  and   toaching^baptisd  ng 
etc.

mouthful.  The  hogs,  chickens  and  little  dogs  were  speedily 
<  ::  J.^  the  fingers  being  the  only  knives,  forks  and  spoons 
usi  1  among  them.  The  scene  was  ore  of  true  enjoyment. 
The  Sandwich  Islander  is  never  so  happy,  so  musical,  so  full 
of  plea*  ii't  talk,  as  when  seated  at  a  good  meal;  and  the  quan- 
tify one  cats  on  Mich  occasions  would  astonish  an  American 
who  had  never  seen  them.  Usually  they  are  j  artii  ular,  about 
having  their  hands  clean,  and  eating  with  due  rcspeei,.'£o  sac^ 
other's  rights.  One  waits  for  tl  e  other  co  put  his  Sngers  in 
the  poi.  and  their  ideas  of  decorum  and  manners,  such  as  they 
iire,  arc  as  strict  as  ours. 

We  Elders  who  ate  with  them  were  also  seated  on  mats  and 
ate  the  same  kind  of  food  that  they  did,  only  in  place  of  using 
our  fingers  we  cither  used  spoons  orsmall  paddles  which  we  whit- 
tled out  of  wood,  to  convey  the  food  to  our  mouths,  thinking  it 
would  be  better  to  set  them  an  example  in  this  respect. 

I  scarcely  think,  though,  that  any  of  our  party  would  prefer 
dog  meat  to  beef,  goat  or  chicken,  though  I  must  say  that  if  it 
were  not  for  prejudice,  I  think  the  dog  meat  as  wholesome  and 
as  clean  as  the  pork ;  for  the  dogs  which  they  eat  in  that  country 
are  a  peculiar  breed,  the  flesh  of  which  is  very  sweet  and  tender. 
They  arc  very  particular  in  feeding  them  ;  they  keep  them 
cleaner  and  do  not  give  them  such  disagreeable  food  as  they  do  to 
their  hogs.  But  there  is  something  repugnant  to  people  raised 
as  we  have  been,  in  the  idea  of  eating  dog  meat. 

A  story  was  told  me  by  Brother  yapela,. of  a  trick  which  he 
and  some  other  natives  played  ofFon  some  white  men  at  a  feast 
which  they  partook  of  at  a  place  called  VVaikaniLon  the  island 
of  Maui.  The  white  men  were  merchants  from  Lahaina,  and 
bad  been  invited  over  to  this  feast.  They  had  meats  and  fish 
of  every  kind  nearly,  and  among  the  rest  laid,  a  number  of  roasted 
pigs  and  roasted  dogs.  One  of  the  natives  suggested,  as  a 
good  trick  to  play  on  the  white  men,  that  they  sever  the  beach 
of  the  pigs,  and  put  them  with  (he  dogs,  and  take  ihe  dogs'  head? 
and  put  them  with  the  pigs.     They  did  so.     Of  course  th( 


merchants  did  not  want    to   eat  dog  meat  and  would  not  touch  any  of 

the  meat  where  the  dogs'   heads  were.,   but  ate  heartily  of  what 

they  supposed  to=te*  pigs.    The  natives   tried   to  persuade    them 

to  oy,is  the  other  moat.      "Oh  no,"   they  said,      "these  delicious   piga 

are   good   enough  for  ua.,!      And   they  would  not   touch   the  other.

Monday t|  June  5^     A  conference  was  held  at  Pololu,    Hawaii , 
at  which  Elder  Keeler  presided  and  Nape la  acted  as  clerk.   The 

general  authorities  of   the  Church  and  the   presidJencyoof  the 
mission  were   duly  sustained  and.  Karren  upheld  as  president   of  the 
island  of  J^awajLij      the   representation  of   the   16  branches  on   flawaii, 
showed  a   total  of  4   J5eventi.es,    13  Elders,    18  Priests,    36  Eeaoher  3 , 
31  Deacons  and  645  members,   an  increase   of   5414  since   last  conference. 
Nearly  all  of   them  had  been  baptised  during  the   past  year. 
Several  natives  were  ordained   to  different  office/^  in  the  Priesthood, 
and  the   native  brethren  who  had  accompanied   the  white  Elders   from 

Maui   were  also     blessed.

On  the   7th,  after  morning  meeting /the    journey  was  continued 
to   Kapaluuka,    the    place  where    the   Saints'    meeting  house  had  been 
lorn  down  by  a  mob  incited  by  a  Catholic   -Priest.     Meetings  vrere 
hold  here  in   the   evening  and   the/next  morning    (June    8th)   when  the 
Elders,   who   had  already  taken  legal  advice  with  a  view   to  obtaining 
damages,   valued   the  meeting  house  which  had  been  destroyed  at 
$120.   They  then  proceeded  to  Upolu    (10   miles  from  Kapaluuka, where 
the   saints   had  built  a   niare   little  house   for  the  accomodation   of 
theElders.      Bres.  Karren,   Lav/son,   snider  and  ;Xinji_  arrived  directly 

after   the  other   part  of  the    company.      On  their  return   the  brethren 
estimated   that    they  had   traveled  262  miles   since   they  landed  at

'  Our  place  to  sit  or  recline  was  arranged  between  the  canoes, 
by  laying  down  boards  and  covering  them  with  mats,  making 
quite  a  comfortable  floor  for  us  to  sit  upon,  and  in  the  centre  of 
this  the  mast  was  raised  and  fastened. 

As  in  the  case  of  the  single  canoe,  boards  were  fastened  at  the 
ends,  with  mats  lying  over  them  to  keep  out  the  water,  making 
a  deck  to  the  canoe,'  while  a  small  place  was  left  in  the  centre 
of  both  canoes  for  some  of  the  natives  to  sit,  and,  if  necessary, 
bail  out  water.   •  _

Thursday,  July  27 «  This  being  the  last  day  of  the  conference 
at  Honolulu t.  it  was  observed  as  a  day  of  fasting  and  prayer,  and 
it  proved  a  day  of  blessing  and  rejoicing,  especially  the  afternoon 
meeting,  about  which  Elder  Cannon  writes:  "At  12:  50  p.  m.  we  met  again 
and  I  enjoyed  the  meeting  exceedingly.   The  meeting  was  given  into  the 
hands  of  the  brethren.  I    spoJfce  first  and  was  so  much  affected 
that  I  could  not  talk;  my  feelings  were  past  description;  the 
thought  of  parting  with  the  brethren  and  sisters  with  whom  I  had 
passed  so  many  pleasant  hours,  and  together  with  whom  I  had 
labored  and  toiled,  counseled  and  prayed  and  had  tines  of  rejoicing, 
made  me  feel  saa;  ana  I  felt  the  pangs  of  parting  strongly.   V/e' had 
a  long  meeting,  everyone/speaking  their  feelings  freely.   Bros. 
Woodbury  and  Johnson  spoke  in  tongues  and  the  interpretation  was 
also  given;  all  felt  the  importance  of  hearkening  more  diligently 

than  heretofore  to  the  counsel  of  the  presidency  here.  On  thi3 
subject  I  felt  much  impressed;  also  on  the  habit  too  prevalent 
among  the  Elders  of  canvassing  each  others  peculiarities  and 

commenting  on  these  things;  which  generally  retults  in  disunion 
and  bad  feelings.   Our  hearts  were  softened  and  the  spirit  of  pro- 
phesy, and  teaching  rested  upon  us,  and  all  were  edified  and 
strengthened.   We  adjourned  until  evening  when  we  hold  a  blessing 
meetings.  Bro.  Lewis  was  anointed  and  blessed  first,  under  the 
hands  of  his  counselors  and  the  other  brethren,  B£o ,  Johnson 
being  mouthy  Bros.  Johnson  and  Karren  were  then  blessed,  Bjr o  ._ 
Lewis  being  mouth,   I  then  received  mine  from  under  the^'nands. Xft 
Bro.  Karren  being  mouth.  X.  received  a  powerful  blessing, the 
gift  of  eternal  lives,  the  blessings  of  Abraham,  Isaac  and  Jacob, 
a  very  numerous  posterity,  a  great  name  among  the  Israel  of  Qod 
and  a  strong  intellect  were  sealed  upon  me;  also  that  I  should  be 
blessed  with  means  in  returning  and  my  voice  should  be  heard  as 
a  trump,  for  I  should  yet  go  forth  among  other  nation;-..

Saturday t   July__2_9»_  Eldexa   Geo*   Q.    Cannon,   Henry  W.   Bigler, 
James.. Hawkins  and  Wm.   ffarrer  sailed  from  Honolulu  as   passengers^- 
on   the   steamer   "  Po  1  yne  a  ian ','{'    bound '"for  San  Jfranciscqj   Cal .   Under 

this   date  Elder  ffitnnon  records    the  following  in  his    journal. 
"We  Kent  up  the  Nuuanu  val ley  early   this  morning   to    take  a  bath; 
it  is  altogether   probable   that  01    this   is  not   the   last  bath  we 
take    together  at   this   place?      it  will  at  any  rate  be   the   last   for 
some  time.        A  Mr.   Y/hittet  and  his  native  wife  were  baptized   this 

morning  at    this   place    by  Bro.    Lewis.   We   confirmed  him  and  ordained 
him  an  Elder;   he  and  his  wife  intends   to   take  passage  with  us   to   Qali_- 
fornia  and   settle  at   San  Bernardino.   We  were  busily    engaged  making 
preparations   for  our   departure,   as   our   vessel  was    to   sail  at  one 
o'clock.     We   regretted   very  much  that  we   could  not   stay  longer,   a3 
everything  had  been  so  hurried  that  we  had  not   the   time  we  wished 
to    tell  our  feelings  or   to   get  ready  properly  and   the   non-arrival 
of  Br  o .  Keeler  filled  us  with  sadness,   as  v/e  were  all  anxious    to 
see  him  and  have  him  accompany  us.        \jfe  would,  have   let   this 
chance   slip  by  and  waited  for  another  vessel, but  Pres.  Lewis  and 
ether  brethren   thought  we  had  better  go  on   this   ship.      A  feast  was 
gotten  up   today   by  the   Saints  for  our  benefit.    When  it  was   first 
appointed  it  was    expected  that  we  would  have   time   to  hold  a   two 
days'    meeting.

Their 

kindness,  1  trust, I  shall  never  forget  while  memory  lasts.  In 

fie  hurry  and  excitement  of  Reaving  I  had  scarcely  tine  to  think, 
and  it  was  only  when  the  shores  of  Honolulu  were  cec ceding  in  the 

distance  and  the  vessel  whirling  us  rapidly  out  of  the  harbor  and 

from  the  islands  that  I  could  begin  to  realize  my  feelings,  and 

position,  and  a  feeling  of  loneliness  then  crept  over  me  at  being 

so  suddenly  separated  from  the  midst  of  so  many  of  the  brethren  and 
launched  forth  again  on  the  mercies  of  the  world.   As  I  was  bidding 

Pro.  Hammond  good  bye,  he  slipped  some  tiling  in  my  vest  pocket 

which  I  afterwards  found  to  be  a  $10  gold  piece..'-!

Elder  Bigler,    in   summing  up  his  mission,   after 
bis   return  home,   writes! 

I   was  on  the   islands   three   years  and   seven  months,   and  was 
instrumental  in    the  hands  of   God,    in  bringing  nany  of   the  islanders 

to  a  knowledge  of    the    truth Some    of   the  Elders  got   the 

language  so   quickly   that  in  three   or  four  months   they  were 
preaching  and  baptizi  ng«     As  for  myself  it  took  me  nearly  two 

years   to  acquire   the    language   so  as   to   preach  in  public^ .   However: 
I    felt    that   t-Yiti  Lord  was  with  me  ana  at  no    time   did  I    fe&l    to 
falter   in  my  endeavors.........   The  natives  are  a  kind   hearted    people 

and  will   do  all   they  can  to  make  a  missionary  comfortable,"    they 
will  give   the  last  mouthful  of  feed,    and  the  best  and  only  bed; 
and  if  ones'    legs  are  weary  through  walking  they  will

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Monday,  august  23.   The  company  of  Elders  left  for  Lanai,  and  arrived 
there  today.  Elder  Frances  A.  Hammond  had  chosen  ten  Ken  from  each  place, 
as  pioneers,  to  go  directly  to  Lanai  and  commence  sowing  and  planting.  Brothers 
Kinu,  Peho  and  Kadanui  were  chosen  leaders.   They  .all  joined  Elder  arnmond 
at  Lahaina  in  a  bout  a  week's  time  with  their  tools,  provisions  and  other 
necessary  things.  Elders  Karren  and  Johnson  arrived  in  Lahaina  en  August  2k, 
from  Honolulu.  They  had  teen  especially  called  "by  the  president  of  the 
Mission  to  go  to  Lanai  to  select  a  place  for  the  commencement  of  operations, 
and  to  attend  to  any  business  that  might  he  necessary  relative  to  the  con- 
templated gathering  place. 

The  Elders  proveeded  to  Lanai  together  in  a  leaky  whaleboat.  Elder 
Johnson  had  been  blessed  by  President  Lewis  and  told  that  he  should  know  the 
right  spot  for  commencing  farming  operations  and  also  for  building  a  city. 
This  promise  was  verified  on  the  arrival  of  the  company  In  the  mountain  valley 
of  Lanai,  for  not  only  the  spot  to  commence  farming  was  pointed  out  by  reve- 
lation, but  also  a  place  to  build  a  town. 

Having  spent  the  night  in  Manele,  the  Elders  proceeded  the  next  day  to 
visit  Pohakunui.  On  August  30th  they  visited  Kanolu  and  engaged  in  earnest 
prayer . 

On  August  31st,  the  brethren  held  meetings  with  the  Saints,  and  had  a 
good  time.  The  spirit  of  prophecy  rested  on  some  of  the  brethren  who  spoke 
with  great  power  and  blessed  the  Saints.  After  the  meeting  they  took  a  walk 
and  found  a  most  beautiful  site  for  the  city.   They  ascended  a  knoll  over- 
looking the  whole  valley.  All  knelt  down  and  Brother  Johnson  was  mouth  in 
offering  a  prayer  dedicating  the  land  for  the  gathering  of  the  Saints.  On 
the  same  day  Elders  Johnson,  Karren  and  Hammond  returned  by  boat  to  lahaina, 
Maui,  while  Elder  Green  remained  at  Lanai.    (Notes,  A.  Jenson. 
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Konday,  .August  28.   aiders  Benjamin  F.  Johnson  (counselor  pro  tem 
in  the  presidency  of*  the  Hawaiian  Mission)  Francis  A.  Hammond,  Thomas 
barren  and  Ephraira  Green  arrived  on  the  island  of  Lanai.'  The  three  last 
named  brethren  had  "been  appointed  to  take  charge  of  a  piece  of  land 
previously  selected  as  a  gathering  place  for  the  native  Saints.  The 
following  day  [I; ug.  29th)  they  went  over  the  mountain  to  Bolawai  and 
located  the  "boundaries  of  their  territory.   The  following  day  (Aug.  30th 
these  four  brethren,  after  bathing  in  the  sea,  clothed  themselves  in 
the  robes  of  the  Priesthood  and  "lifted  up  their  hearts  and  voices 
in  earnest  prayer  to  that  God  who  has  promised  to  hear  and  answer 
the  petitions  of  his  servants  when  they  ask  him  aright"  that  his 
blessing  might  rest  upon  them  that  ail  their  movements  might  be  wisely 
conducted  in  the  important  mission  they  had  been  called  to  undertake. 
The  next  day  (August  31st)  accompanied  by  a  number  of  natives,  the 
Elders  again  visited  the  selocted  location  and  Elder  Benjamin  P. 
Johnson  offered  the  dedicatory  prayer  and  consecrated  the  land  as  a 
spot  upon  which  to  build  a  city,  which  they  called  the  "City  of 
Joseph"  and  they  also  named  the  valley  in  which  it  was  located,  the 
"Valley  of  Wphraim".   It  was  a  time  of  rejoicing  to  all  present.

'  I  .was   so  filled  withthe   spirit",  writes  Elder  Hammond , "   that 
I   could  not  give  vent   to   nyfeelings.      In   dedicating   the  house   unto 
the  Lord  I   asked  him  to  accept  of   it  at  cur  hands  as   our  first   offer- 

ing   to  him  on    this   island  and   to   take   into   consideration  the 
conditio::  of  His  saints  who   in  their   poverty  had  built  the   same. 

During   the   prayer   the  house   seemed  filled  with  fire  and  all  who  were 

present   rejoiced   exceedingly.      I    then  preached  a  short   sermon  and 
was  followed  by  Bro.   KanahunahujpuJ.   and  Elder  Green." 

After   the  solemn  exercises   the  gathering  was   turned  into   a 

genuine  native  feast,    at  which  all  partook  freely  of  fowls,    fish, 

pork,    poi   and  potatoes,    with  grasshoppers,    greens,    etc.,    for   desert. 
On   the  f  Allowing  day    (Sunday  Sept.    3 ,    1854   )    three   interesting 

meetings  were   held;   both  the  American  and  native  Elders   present 

spoke  with  much  freedom  and   inspiration  and  good  cauncil  was 
given.      Several  of   the  native  brethren  were  also   ordained   to   the 
Priesthood.      Bro.   Hanmo nd,  wr ite s   that   this  was   the  happiest   day  he 

had  ever   spent  in  Hawaii.      By  this    time  quite   a   number  of  native 
families  had  gathered   to  Lanai,    equipped  with   tools   and  other 

necessities  for  founding  a   new   settlement.    These   new  arrivals 

we  r  e   ca  1 1  ed   pi  o  n  e  e  r  s .

tMs  4th  and  5fch  of  May,    1854,    in   company  with  Pres.Erigham  Joung 
and   escort  who   were    raking  a   visit  to    the    southern  settlements 
of  Utah.      After  arriving   in  Cedar   City    the   company  was  divided/ 
the  ^presidents   party  returning  home  and  the  missionari  ees  under 
■he  direction  of  JParley  P,   Pratt    pursuing   their  way  across   the 
deserts   to   California*   After  a   successful  and   speedy  trip   they 
arrived  in  San  Bernardino    June    9th.        There    they  tarried   to    dispose 
of  their   teams  and  other  property, for  which   they  had  no  further  use 
just  tjhen,   until   -July  4th,    when   they  again   took  up   their  line   of 
march  westward;    they  reached  San  Pedro   on  the    6th.   Elder  Parley  P. 

Pratt  had  gone  ahead  a.nd  made  arrangement  for  their  passage  up   the 
coast  and   thus    the  missionaries    sailed  from  San  Pedro   in  a   steamship 

on  the   7th  and  arrived  at   San  Francisco  on:  tthe  10th.      Previous 
to  their  arrival    in  San  B'ranci  sco ,   Elders  Pratt  and  Tanner  had  made 
arrangements .  c  -,. 
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for  the   purchase   of  u   brig,   which   they  intended   to    ply  betv/een   the 

?/aiian  Islands  and  the  fijc  coast  fur   the   purpose   of   gathering 

the  Saint 3,    taking,  the  rs    to  and  fro  fcessr.  their  fields  of  labor, 

etc.   Being  short  of  means    the  purchasers  had,,  in  order  to    pay  for 
the  ship,    collected  from   the   outgoing  Elders  alithe  money   they 
had  on  hand,   with  the   expectation  of  fitting  out  the    ship  and  taking 
the  ElderJto    their  destination.    The  brig  was  a   vessel  of  450    tons; 
hut   the  brethren  after   due   deliberation  decided   to   dispose  of 
her  againto    the   best  advantage   possible,   which  was  accordingly 
done,   as  already  stated.

EXTRACTS 

Of  a  letter  to  Judge  Smith  from  his  Brother 

Silas. 

\\',.  lefl  Cedai  pilJi  on  the  22nd  of  May  to 
cross  the  Wes  >rn  Deserts,  traveled  12  miles 
and  encamped  ■  t  (he  li  m  Springs. 

We  had  a  very  cool  time  to  cross  theDesert, 
and  were  blessed  with  good  health.  The  In- 
dians were  v<  ry  friendly.  After  16  days  travel, 
over  the  worst  road  that  I  ever  saw,  the  seven- 
teenth found  us  winding  our  way  up  the  Sierra 
Nejada  mminfaina.  The  ascent  is  very  grad- 
ual, but  the  desci  nt  is  abrupt  and  dangerous.  It 
is  35  miles  from  the  top  of  the  mm  Uainstothe 
city  of  St.ii  Ber  ardi  la  We  traveled  down 
the  mountain  s  fine  five  miles,  and  stopped  for 
the  night.  The  next  morning,  June  6th,  we 
tool;  up  our  line  of  march  down  the  kanyon 
over  a  rough  and  hilly  road;  after  following  the 
kanyon  some  20  miies  the  valley  of  Sin  Ber; 
nardino  a]  pen  ed  in  the  distance,  and  the  bench 
(ai  -1  began  to  be  covered  with  ;.;r  i^5,  wild  oats, 
and  ll>wers  of  many  kihds,  forming  a  pleasant 
contrast  to  the  dreary  plains  just  crossed.  As 
we  proceeded  down  the  Valley,  the  landscape 
was  still  further  diversified  by  numerous  herds 
of  cattle,  and  horses;  and  extensive  i'ells  of 
len  wheat.alreadv  to  harv(  st,  in  Heated  tint 
v.'e  were  fast  anproaching  a  country  where  civi- 
lization and  industry  charact     ;    •  the  people. 

We  arrived  in  San  !>■  rnardino  on  the  9th  of 
June,  one  month  from  the  \\it.e  we  left  Provo, 
city,  in  good  health  and  spirits,  and  were  kindly 
received  by  the  people. 

The  valley  of  San  13  rnardino  is  rich  and  fer- 
tile. T!ie  soil  is  well  adapted  to  the  raising  of 
wheat,  1)  trley,  corn,  and  most  kin  ; ;  of  gi  sin  t!>at 
grow  in  iny  of  the  eastern  states.  Grapes, 
oranges,  lemons,  figs,  peaches,  pears,  and  all 
kinds  of  fruit  that  growina  warm  climate  are 
r.-.io.  d  here  in  abundance 


The  city  of  .San  Bernardino  is  situated  on  a 
beautifiii  rolling  prairie,  with  streams  flowing 
through  it,  fringed  with  sycamore,  black  wal- 
ri.it,  cotton  '.mi.:,  ••:|J.  many  other  l;inds  of  trees.

to  labor  as   missionaries   on  Maui    the   ensuing  six  months   and  seven 
were  called  to  Hawaii;  a  now  company  of  pioneers  for  Lanai  was 
also  called;  about  20  were  named  from  the  eastern  branches  on  Maui, 
K^yciona,   Kaleo  and  Kaui   were   chasen  to   aid   in  sending  food   to 
Lanai.      Elders  JPaulo ,   Maewewa  and  Keilihune_  were  appointed   presi- 
ding Elders    to  ride  constantly  around  east  Kaui  to  teach,  strengthen 
and  instruct   the  Saints   in   that  part  of  the  mission.    Among  the 
native   speakers  who    thrilled   the   congregation  with   their  oratory 
was  Bro.  M.   K.   Hawaii,   whom  Bro .   Hammond  denominates  by  far  the 
best  native   speaker   in  his  conference.      He  had  labored  for 
some   time  as  a  missionary  onjinai,   and  "By  living  an  upright,    humble 
life,  the  Lord  had  blessed  him  abundantly  and  given  him  great 
faith.   He  was  a  cripple  and  before  he  came  into  the  Church,  he 
could  hardly  walk,  and  if  he   did/ he  always  used  a  oano( but  when  he 
arrived  at  L&hai.,  his  field  of  labor,  he  threw  away  his  cane,  and 
through  faith  in   the  power  of  God  he  walked   several   times 
around   the  whole  island  and  was  most   successful  in  his   labors.   In 
connection^!  th  his   companion  Haole  he   endured  much  persecutions/ 
and  was  turned  out  of  doors  a  number  of  times;  often  they  slept 
in   the   open  air  by  the   roadside,   while   the  rain  poured  down  in 
toivrents  .

On   this   day    (Oct,      8,    1854)    the  ordered  proas  and  printing 

naterial  arrived  in  Honolulu,    together  with  17  large  bales  of 

printing  paper,    each  containing  10 reams,    all   in  good  condition. 

The  native  brethren  gathered  around  with   joy  and  emotion  on   their 

countenances   to    look  at   the  press  and  printing  material  and 

evinced  a  great  anxietv   to  see  it  in  immediate  operation. 

"Our  books  came   duly  frse,"   writes  3S1  de r   Jo hns on ,    "but  I   am 

told  by  thefecrXlection  of  customs   that   it  is  doubtful  whether 

our  press  will  also   pass  f;ree,   as  he  does   not  recognise   us  as   a 

Christian  commGnity.   I    spent  not   less    than  an  hour  showing  him 

and  others  who   were   present   that  we  were    the  only  Christian 

community. ...  .1    then  addressed  a  note    to    the  collector   to  be

They 
had  trav.eled  about  175  miles   in  15   days,   during  which   they 
preached  often  and  "baptized  25.    (Mill.    Star  17:    563)

Elder  John  R.Young  relates   the   following   concerning  his  first 
e xp e ri e n c e  in  Hawai i . 

"At  first  I   was   appointed   to   labor   in  Honolulu  in  Prss  .Phillip 
B.  Lsvris's   tin  shop.  I   was   useful  in  ifunning  errands  and  in  collecti 
bills.   There. was   a  brisk  demand  for   our  goods,    and   our  trade  was  help- 
ful to   the   mission   in  its   poverty. 

But   I  was  not   satisfied;   I  had  no   love  for   tinkering.   On   the 
contrary,  fee  ling  that   I  had  been   sent  to  preach   the   Gospel,   I    d-sired 
above   all  things   to  begin  my  mission,    and   though   I  made  no 
complaint,    I   prayed   to   the  Lord  about    it.  As  my  health// was   failing, 
the  brethren  finally  ae leased  me  from  the   tin  shop  and   appointed  me 
to   labor  in   the  Oahu  conference  under  the  presidency  of  John  S.Y/oodburv 

Having   obtained   two  horses,   Pros. Woodbury  and  I    started  on  a 
visit   to   Waialua,   a    large   settlement    on   the  north  side   of  the 
island  40  miles  from  Honolulu.  For  13  miles  we  passed   a  continuous 
string    of  villages,    including  the   residence    of  a  high  chief,   who 
hauled  us,      anojisked   if  I   was   the    son   of   the  Prophet  Brigham  Young. 
I   told  him  my  father-  was   the  prophet's  youngest  brother. 

tf'v7ell  then,  "said  he,   "you  are   the   prophet's   son,   avid  you  must 
stay  with  me   tonight." 

Our  horses  were   sonn  cared  for,    and  he  directed  his  people 
to  cook  a  chicken.   They  caught   a  shanghai   rooster  and  commenced 
plucking  the  feathers  before  killing.   I    took   the  chicken   and  rung 
its  neck.  Bro ."Woodbury  mildly  cautioned  me  not  to  be  particular,    and 
especially  not  to  meddle  with  their  affairs;    adding, "Tffhen  in  Rome, 
you  should  do   as   the   Romans  do  *"  I   thanked  him  and  profited  oy  the 
admonition.

The   family  vers  kiiruto  me , and  insisted  thAt 
my  room  "be   darkened,,  and  that    I    stay   indoors   until  I   should  he  better  , 
But   I  was  restless-  under  confinemeriet  and  planned  that  './hen  the 
monthly  fast  day  came,   I      would  plead  with   the    Lord  until  He   should 
heal  my  eyes . 

It  was  arranged  for   the   Saints  telgo   on  fast  day  to    the  mountains, 
the  women   to  weave  mats,    the  men    t^  gather  pi  li   grass   to   thatch  the 
meeting  house.  As   saon, therefore,    as   the   family  was  gone, I 
fastened   the  doors   and  commenced  praying.  I   was  faint  from  fasting, 
But   I  continued  my  pleadings  until   a  glorious  vicicn   wa3  given  me. 

When 
they  came   to   the   gate   that   opened   into   the   yard   of    cur  house.

oi  the  missions,  and  in  making  payments 
for  our  press  and  materials. 

Among  the  many  thousands  who  from 
all  parts  are  visiting  this  port,  only  a  few 
will  spend  even  a  dollar  to  purchase  the 
principles  of  Light  and  Truth,  while  at 
the  same  time  they  may  have  thousands 
to  squander  in  licentiousness  and  folly, 
but  such  is  the  preset  condition  of  the 
world,  which  is  evidently  becoming  more 
and  more  corrupt. 

This  city,  appointed  for  the  field  of  my 
labours,  embraces  nearly  all  of  the  foreign 
population  of  the  islands,  and  is  the  Seat 
of   Government,  and   also  of  priestcraft 
and   corruption.     Here  I  have  diligently 
sought  to  disseminate  the  principles  of 
Truth,  and  attend  to  the  various  duties 
that  have  devolved  upon  me,  in  which  I 
feel  that  I  have  been  blessed  and  sustained 
agreeable  to  the  promises  of  our  Father  in  , 
heaven.

Dcai-  Brother  Franklin  —  It  is  with 
pleasure  that- 1  embrace  the  invent  op- 
portunity of  writing  a  fvw  lines  to  you,  to 
let  you  know  bow  it  is  and  has  been  with 
me  since  I  left  home.  My  health  is  good 
at  present,  and  1  can  truly  say  that  I  en- 
joy myself  firsfc-rate.  considering  the  cir- 
cumstances that  I  am  placed  under. 

I  left  G.  S.  L.  City,  in  connexion  with 
my  brethren  of  the  Islands  Mission,  .also 
with  President  F>.  Young  and  company,  on 
the  5th  of  May,  and  after  a  pleasant  and 
speedy  trip  across  the  plains,  we  arrived 
at  San  Bernardino  on  the  9th  of  June. 
Here  we  tarriedj  "to  dispose  of  our  pro- 
perty, and  prepare  ourselves  for  the  re- 
mainder of  our  journey,  &e.,   umil  the 
4th  of  July,  when  we  again  took  up  our 
line   of  march  westward;   reached    San

7th  we  took  steam-ship,  and  arrived  at 
|  SanjEVancisco  on  the  10th.     Previous  to 
j  our  arrival  at  this  place,  brothers  p.-att 
-  and  Tanner  had  made  arrangements  for 
:  the  purchase  of  a  Brig,  which  they  intend- 
J  ed  to   ply  between  the  Islands   and    the 
;  Paeine.coast5  for  the  purpose  of  gathering 
the  Saints,  taking  the  Elders  to  and  from 
their  fields  of  labour,  &c. ;  and  being  short 
of  means  they  took  what  we  had  on  hand, 
with  the  expectation  of  fitting  her  out, 
;  and   hiking  us  to  the  place  of  our  des- 
i  tination,   but  in    this   they  were    disap- 
pointed; and  taking  oil  things  into  con- 
sideration,   it    was    considered    best    to 
dispose  of  her  again  to  the  best  advan- 
tage possible.     While  we  remained  there, 
the  most  of  the  brethren  were  busily  em- 
ployed in  the  harvest  field  and  elsewhere, 
to  obtain  means  to  clothe  themselves,  and 
also   to   assist   in   taking   them  on  their 
journey.     Nine   of  the   brethren  having 
obtained  means,  (a  portion  of  their  money 
being  refunded  to  them,)  set  sail  for  the 
Islands  on  the  Sth  of  September.     The 
rest  of  us  remained  in  San  Francisco  un- 
til the  24th  of  October)  when  myself  and 
six  of  the  brethren  embarked   on  board 
the  ship  Tgntljej  bound  for  Hong  Kongj 
via  Honolulu,  and 'after  a  pleasant  though 
somewhat  protracted,  voyage,  wo  arrived 
at  Honolulu  on  the  13th  of  November,  in 
good  health  and  spirits. being  twenty  days 
out.    Three  of  the  brethren  were  still  left 
behin  1  for  the  want  of  means.    Just  after 
leaving    San    Francisco,   the   passengers, 
knowing  that  we  were  "  Mormon  "  mis- 
sionaries, commenced  upon  us  rough  shod. 
upon   the  subject  of  polygamy,  some  of 
them  being  very  bitterly  opposed  to  our 
principles,  but  by  the   assistance  of  our 
heavenly  Father,  we  were  enabled  to  head 
them  at  every  turn,   and   they  were  soon 
'    1  to  let  us  entirely  alone.     We  also  had 
three  Catholic  priests   on    board,   bound 
for  the  Islands,  but  did  not  have  much 
conversation  with  them,  as  there  could 
but  one  of  them  talk  English  a  very  little.  ] 
The  captain  seemed  to  think  he  had  got  I 
the  Jonah  on  board  this  time,  but  did  not 
go  so  far  as  to  cast  lots,  to  see  which  it  j 
was.

in everal  miles  of  us,  there  was  no  one 
that  we  could  make  any  inquiry  of,  but 
soon  found  out  that  we 
were  "il  >  mon  "  missionaries,  and  one  of 
them  took  us  hi    li  de  (house)  and  did  for 


us  the  b<  -t  that  he  could,  which  was  no- 
thing to  brag  of,  1  •  sure  yon.  Here  we 
remained  for  two  or  three  days,  when 
brother  JR  :■.'.  All  reel,  who  bar-  charge  of 
th.  '  hurch  on  this  island, 

arrived.  He  informed  us  where  the  best 
places  would  be  for  us  to  stop  while  we 
were  \.  rning  the  language.  It  was  con- 
sidered b  st  for  us  to  separate,  and  be 
entirely  alone  with  the  natives,  as  we 
could  learn  the  language  much  quicker 
than  we  could  to  bo  together;  accordingly 
we  did  so,  and  I  have  been  alone  the  most 
of  the  tim?"s:nce. 

Since  my  arrival  at  this  ['lace,  my  lime 
has  been  employed  mostly  in  acquiring  the 
language,  in  which  I  do  not  know  but  I 
get  along  a/  well  as  could  be  expected, 
and  I  do  rot  intend  to  have  many  months 
roll  round  before  I  shall  be  able  to  talk  to 
them  in  their  own  tongue,  if  the  Lord 
will,  for  the  longer  I  am  with  them  the 
more  I  see  the  need,  and  the  more  I  feel 
anxious,  to  be  able  to  instruct  them,  not 
only  in  the  principles  of  the  Gospel,  but 
in  habits  of  industry,  cleanliness,  &c.  , 
With  regard  to  the  affairs  of  the 
Church,  my  knowledge  is  as  yet  some- 
what limited,  but  I  can  truly  say  that  they 
are  in  a  prosperous  condition.  Though  the 
people  are  not  just  at  present  coining  into 
the  Church  as  fast  as  they  have  been  some 
time  previous,  still  our  numbers  are  daily 
increasing.  The  brethren  have  located  a 
place  of  gathering  for  the  Saints  on  the 
Island  of  Lanai,  and  are  now  putting  in 
,  grain,  potatoes,  and  other  things  for  the 
j  people  to  subsist  upon  after  they  are 
gathered  together.  They  have  a  city 
laid  off  which  they  call  the  City  of  Joseph. 
The  Saints  here  have  to  labour  under  a 
great  disadvantage  for  the  want  of  tools, 
which  can -cs  the  work  to  progress  rather 
slowly,  as  there  can  be  but  very  few  hands 
employed  at  a  time  in  putting  in  seed, 
&c. 

Perhaps  you  would  like  to  know  how  I 
have  lived  since  I  came  among  the  natives; 
my  principal  living  so  far  has  been  poi, 
sweet  potatoes,  and  a  scant  allowance  of 
salt  fish.  If  you  would  like  to  know  what 
poi  is — you  take  some  flour,  mix  it  with 
water  until  it  is  just  thick  enough  to  run, 
scald  it  and  let  it  stand  until  it  gets  sour, 
and  you  will  see  a  fac  simile  of  poi.  I 
have  not  tasted  of  bread  or  meat  but  two 
or  three  times,  or  any  such  things  as  I 
have  been  used  to  living  upon,  since  I 
came  on  this  island;  but  still  I  have  al- 
ways had  a  plenty,  such  as  it  is,  and  I 
hope  and  pray  that  I  may  always  have  as 
good. 

I  shall  have  to  bring  my  letter  to  a 
close  for  want  of  room.  I  would  like  to 
to  have  you  write  to  me  a<  soon  as  eonve- 
i  nient  ;  no  one  knows  really  how  to  ap- 
preciate the  ble3sing  of  hearing  from  their 
friends  until  they  are  left  alone  and  have 
no  one  to  converse  with,  i  i  I  am  the  most 
of  the  time.

Dear  Brother — Feeling  that  a  few  lines  < 
from  me  might  not  he  entirely  uninter-  i 
nesting  to  yon,  I  cheerfully  sit  down  to  pen  j 
you  some  little  account  of  my  doings  since 
we  last  met,  my  whereabouts  at  present, 
and  my  prospects  in  the  future. 

The  Eiders  for  the  Pacific  Mission  left 
Great  Salt  Lake  City  on  the  4th  and  5th 
of  May,  in  company  with  Governor  Young  | 
and  suite,  who  were  making  a  visit  to  the  , 
southern  settlements,  in  whose  agreeable  I 
company  we  travelled  to  Cedar  City,  ; 
where  we  parted,  they  returning  home, 
i  and  we  pursuing  our  way  to  the  Pacific. 
'  Our  companv  was  under  the  charge  o£

Of  our  detention  in^l^niia^sunice  it 
to  say,  that  we  got  away  as  fast  a^  we  ob- 
tained means.  V>Te  went  in  three  compa- 
nies. 1  was  in  the  last  company,  and  left 
San  Francisco  on  the  2nd  December,  and 
arrived  here  on  the  24th,  enjoying  toler- 
ably good  health.  The  rainy  season  had 
set  in  when  we  got  here,  and  wa  could 
scarcely  leave  the  house  for  a  month,  for 
i  it  rained  more  cr  less  I  believe  svery 
I  day. 

I  found  that  we  had  our  fields  of  labour 
allotted  to  us  before  we  arrived.  I  w  as 
chosen  for  tins  island.  C)ahu.  This  is  tha 
seat  of  Government  of  the  natives,  and  also 
the  head  quarters  of  our  mission.  I  first 
expected  to  go  to  the  opposite  side  of  thft 
island  from  here  to  live,  while  I  studied 
the  language,  but,  as  Elder  ]).  E.  John- 
sorij  who  had  always  don?  the  correspon- 
dence of  the  mission,  was  about  leaving 
for  home,  President  Levyis,  counselled  me 
to  reside  in  or  about  this  city,  that  I 
might  be  on  hand  to  correspond,  or  do 
any  other  writing  that  might le  necessary 
for  the  mission.  I  accordingly  tool:  up 
my  residence  with  a  native  family  about  lj 
miles  out  of  the  heart  of  the  city,  and  [  like 
my  location  very  much,  it  overlooks  the 
city,  harbour,  and  bay — thus  T  have  a  fine 
view  of  the  shipping,  which  are  conhnu-i 
ally  coming  and  going  to  and  from  this 
port.  I  here  enjoy  the  mountain  breeze, 
pure  atmosphere,  and  good  water,  all  of 
V  hieh  are  great  requisites  to  health  in  this 
warm  climate.  I  hare  a  most  magnifi- 
cent shower  bath,  in  th  •  shape  of  a  little 
waterfall,  about  '20  yards  from  the  door, 
which  luxury  I  indulge  in  generally  every 
day.  My  health,  gpnerallj  speaking, 
n  c  1  left  home,  has  bet  n  :  i  od,  and  at 
j  -eseni  it  i  e:  cellent,  nevi  r  felt  bi  tter  in 
ray  life.  My  time  is  i  ccupi  id  in  :  tudj

There  was  same  one  wanted  here,  and  the 
Presidency  thought  I  was  tns  one:  so  I 
vm  perfectly  satisfied  with  my  lot  and 
calling. 

In  the  future  there  is  a  great  work  be- 
fore us.      All  the  old  Elders  expect  to  re- 
turn home  after  our  next  Conference,  on 
the  24th  July,  so  that  we  boys  will  have 
j  to  assume  the  n  spons'.l  ilityof  carrying  ^u. 
I  the  work.      You  know  our  youth  and  in- 
!  e:q  eri<  nee 5  pray  for  us,  that  we  may  have 
|  strength  sufficient  to  the  task.      Some  of 
I  the  brethren  who  came  her;-  first  (I  mean

i  publicly.    Among  these,  the  most  forward'

They 
I  have  been  here  I  think  about  7  mpnths, 
and  have  done  well  for  the  time.     Boys 
i  get  it  the  quickest.

This  people  resemble,  in  many  charac-

sympathetic  people,  but  very  much  given 
!  to  licentiousness,  and  its  attendant  evils, 
and    are   somewhat   indolent   and  filthy. 
j  On  the  whole  group  there  are  about  5000 
that  have  joined  the  Church,  but  we  can- 
not do  much  with  them  in  their  present 
scattered  condition.     They  are  first-rate

James,  I  long  to  hear  from  you  and 
the  other  brethren  with  whom  I  have  so 
often  associated  on  the  mimic  stage  and 
in  the  social  circle,  and  mv  praver  conti 
r.ually  to  my  Father  in  heaven  is  that  we 
may  all  he  preserved  to  meet  again  and 
enjoy  each  other's  society  in  Zion's  peace- 
ful vales.  Is  it  not.  indeed  a  blessed  land 
compared  with  what  you  and  I  see  every 
.(by  .J  Here  licentiousness  and  other  evil 
passions  of  mankind  run  "scot  fr«e-"  fa 
vain  do  the  King  and  Parliament  legislate 
against  these  corruptions,  which  are  daily 
sweeping  away  this  people.  Their  whole

But  ■  hopi  forbi  ter 
times,  for  I  think  the  popularity  of  these 
missionaries  is  on  the  wane.  •  There  are 
lots  of  Americans  settling  lure,  and  the 
people  begin  to  get  their  eyes  open,  and  to 
feel  the  weight  of  the  pious  incubus  which 
has  crushed  them  for  thirty  years.  But 
enough  of  this,  I  no  doubt  have  by  this 
time  tired  your  patience. 

Well,  to  draw  to  a  close,  James  do 
write  to  me  a  good  long  letter,  and  give 
what  news  of  your  doings  you  see  fit,  for 
I  am  pretty  much  excluded  here  from  the 
news  of  the  world,  and  more  particularly 
of  tie  doings  of  the  Church. 

Give  my  love  to  President  Richards, 
and  ;o  my  old.  nd  often  thought  of  friend, 
brother  Dunbar.  I  should  esteem  it  & 
great  favour  to  receive  a  letter  from 
him. 

May  the  God  of  heaven  bless  you  in  all 
your  labours,  and  bring  you  safe  home  to 
yoi  r  family  in  the  due  time  of  the  Lord,

The  saints  are  slowly  increasing  upon  these  lands,  and 
those  who  have  experience  hero,  say  that  it  Is  easier  to 
baptize  this  people  than  it  is  taking  care 'if  them  after- 
wards, which  I  think  is  correct;  from  -viiot  little  experi- 
ence I  have.

vation in  their  own  language,  according  to  the  host  ability 
that  God  lias  given  me,  and  with  his  Spirit  t.o  direct,  with- 
out which  I  am  nuthln;;  but  wl';en  his  Spirit  rests  upon 
in",  T  fear  not  the  faec  of- clay,  and  feci  that  I  am  upheld 
by  the  faith  and  prayers  of  my  brethren.  This  cheers  mo 
up  from  day  to  day,  and  I  praise  my  Father  In  heaven  for 
the  hie- sings  that  he  is  continually  bestowing  upon  me. 

Cousin  Joseph  and  myself  have  been  together  most  of 
the  tiiae  since  we  anived  here.

found,  after  landing,  that  tbcra  was  toe  sparse  a  ]  opula-  I 
Hon  to  Justify  us  in  confining  ourselves  to  them  alone.  To 
return  without  accomplishing  anything  we  felt  would  be 
inconsistent  with  our  character  as  messengers  of  salva-  j 
Hon;  around  us  lay  a  nation  who,  In  our  opinion,  were 
d  scendauts  of  v>>r.il>  i>u,  the  friend  of  God,  and  who 
were  grovelling  In  darkness  and  In  Ignorance  of  the  plan 
of  sal\  atlou,  and  if  v  t  ivouid  acqu'ro  tholi  language  there 
was  a  large  field  of  usefulness  open  before  us.  We  felt 
by  the  manifestations  of  the  Spirit  lo  cs  that  i-  we  wished 
to  be  approv  ■d,  this  was  the  course  for  us  to  pursue,  and 
we  accordingly  adopted  it. 

From  the  brethren  on  the  other  Islands  we  continued  to 
hear  of  their  want  of  suco  55,  and  finally,  as  the  prospect 
seemed  hopeless  of  doing  una  h  amo  13  (he  whites,  four  of 
the  brethren,  in  accordance  with  the  counsel  of  brother

On  the  -JT.h  of  January,  1852  -a  little  or,  r  a  y  at  from 
theUmcol  <  ur  landing— I  commenced  (he  translation  of 
the  Book  el  i\  ■  o.  which  was  continued  during  the 
interval;  not  occupied  In  traveling  and  preaching  until 
completed  and  revised  ready  for  press.  This  was  a  work 
of  some  magnitude  in  that  country,  as  th«  facilities  for 
obtaining  aid  were  nol  such  as  could  be  obtained  In  more 
tivillied  conn  tries.  The  look  was  translated  and  thi-n 
levied;  and  m  the  work  of  revision  I  was  as  isted  by 
several  Intelligent  natives  »  rendering  it  as  consonant

with  the  idiom   of  that  langi  ago  as  possible;  then    re- 
Copicd  and  subjected  to  ancilur  revision. 

In  the  fall  of  1S52,  brother  \Y.  J.  P  Tkins  and  wife  left 
for  home,  having  been  counselled  to  return  In  consequence 
'  of  111  health. 

la  February,  1853,  nine  more  of  the  brethren  arrived 
from   the   valley— brothers   li.    1".  Johnson,  N.  Tanner, 
.!  n;.<     ■;.■  Bride,  Ejdiraim  Gje'enj  liiemas.lvarren,  James 
i  iv     ii.  It.  \.  audit.  X.   Wired,  and  Egerton  fid.r- 
aTlol  whom  arrived  In  gooil  health  and  spirits,  and  took 
hold  of  the  work  In  earnest.    Their  assistance  was  much 
needed,  as  there  were  more  calls  than  we  could  possibly 
fill,  and   they  were,  therefore,  distributed    among  the 
several  conferences  to  enable  ll.em  more  readily  to  acquire 
their  language.    After  tiie  arrival  of  these  brethren  we 
,  were  enabled  to  spread  out  on  to  all  the  inhabited  Islands 
of  the  group,  and  occupy  .some  small   portions;  and  thus 
it  hrs  spread  until  there  Is  scarcely  a  district  In  the  group 
that  has  not  heard  the  sound  of  "Mormonlsm,"  more  or 
'  less,  and  our  numbers  have  Increased  to  upwards  of  4,000. 
j  nut  1he  mere  preaching  of  the  word  is  not  all   that  is 
iceded  among  that  people,  they  need  continual  H."onsln 
the  practical  part  ol  ".'•!•  raionism,"  to  raise  them  from 
!  their  present  low  condition  to  a  position,  to  which,  aceor- 
dlng  to  the  prophecies,  they  have  a  right  to  aspire. 
;      At  the  October  Conference.  1S53,  measures  were  entered 
I  into  for  procuring  a  press  and  type  to  publish  our  works 
I  in  the   native  language:  and   although,  looking  at  it   in 
'  some  points  of  view,  it  seemed  like  a  great  undertaking 
among  eo  poor  a  people,  yet  we  felt  sanguine  that  the 
Lord  would  sustain  us  in  every  eiTort  that  we  niighl  u.ake, 
with  an  eye  single  to  His  glory,  to  elevate  them.    Wc 
also  appointed  a  committee  of  brethren  to  make  inquiries 
and  select  a  portion  of  some  one  of  the  islands,  In  accord- 
ance with  counsol  received  from  President    Young,  as  a 
subsidiary  gathering  place.    The  island  of  J. ma:,  a    mall 
bland  tolerably  convenii  nt  to  the  two  principal  markets — 
Honolulu  and  Lahaina, — was  selected,  and  a  portion  of  it 
seciired  on  favorable  terms;  and  from  leltc  rs  which  I  have 
received  since  my  departure,  I  learn  that  the  work  of 
gathering,  &e.,  has  commenced  to  a  small  extent,  com- 
i  mensurate   with    the    facilities    which    they   at  present 
j  possess. 

'■  In  the  early  part  of  IKj),  brothef  He  Bride  left  for  San 
Francisco,  it  having  been  deemed  wisdom  for  him  to  return 
In  consequence  of  his  ill  health,}  and  shortly  afterwards 
brother  Tenner  left  for  th?  same  place  with  the  intention 
of  procuring  a  vessel  for  the  emigration  of  the  native 
Saints,  but  which  has  since  proved  impracticable,  as  there 
is  a  strong  prohibitory  law  which  prevents  ihc  emigration 
of  natives.  Both  these  brethren  are  at  present  laboring 
a  Idjiously  in  California,  under  brother  P.  P.  Pratt's 
direction. 

At  a  conference  held  In  Honolulu,  Jnly.24, 1331.  brothera  { 
H.  ~\v.  Bigler,  Hawkins,  Farrcy,  aid  myself,  were  released  I 
from  the  duties  of  the  n.i  sion,  and  granted  the  privilege  I 
of  returning  home.    We  embarked  soon  after'. -an'',  and 
after  reaching  California,  It  was  thought  besl  by  brother 
Parley,  in  consequ  '.are  of  the  lack  of  means,  for  one  of  our  j 
number  to  return  with  brother  C.  C.  I'.ieh,  and  therein-] 
alii'Ser  stay  untii  spring.

V.l±o-:  John  R,  Youns   journalizes    s.s   follows:    "On    the  30th  day 
of  April,   1855, icy  18th  birthd  y,  I   visited  Elder   ISm.W.rjluff  at  Laie, 
and  spent  a   >veekpith  him.   ',ro   received   an  invitation    to  hold  meetings 
in  a  Catholic  village.   Taking  a  native  Elder  with  us  we  visited  the 
settlement  and  held  services  in   the  chief's   large  dwelling  house. 
After  singing  and  prayer,  we  invited  th is  -Elder  to    preach.  lie  was 
a  Lahaina  Staistr  a  gradate  of  the   Lahaina  Hi   h  School,    and  an 
eloquent   and  fluent   speaker.  He  undertook    bo   explain  Daniel's  vision, 
of   the   setting  up   of  God1?  Kingdom,    in  the   last   days,    and  made   a 
sad  failure   of  it.   The  people   hissed   and  groaned  until  he   sat  down* 

hat  were  we  to  do,   Bro  .Cluff  read  the  3rd  chapter  of  Mathew 
and  commented  on  the  "baptism  of   the  Savior.  While   ho   was   talking,! 
was  earne  stly  praying  that  our  visit  might  not  "oe  a  filure.  V.hen  he 
finished   speaking,   I    arose    and  quoted  the    16th  verse   of   the  16th 
chapter   of  Mark:.   f,He  that  believsth  and  is  baptized  shall  he   saved." 
I    talked   on  hour.   The    spirit   of   the   Lord  rested  upon  me  in  mighty 
power*    The  hearts   of  the  people  were  touched.    At  the   close   of  the 
meeting,    we  walked  down    to   the   river,    and  I   baptized  8  persons  into 
the   Church  . 

Previous  to    this,    at  Honolulu,  I    had  baptized  Collins  yJ.l-1! anchors 
hut  I    looked  upon   these  8   souls   as   the  first  fruits  given  me  in  the 
mi  ni  s  try  . 

After   the   confirmations  had  been   attended   to,  I  was  invited 
to  preach    the  next  Sunday  in   the   Presbyterian  Church   at  Laie, where 
Bro. Cluff  was    laboring.  I   accepted  the  invitation,    and  having 
studied  hard,  I   went  out  into   the  woods  Vim/self  and  preadhed 
until  I   knew  a  sermon  by  heart.  On  Saturday  Pros.  Woodbury, ,  Elders 
hlbhn  T.Caine   and  S&ZUM  E. Johnson   came  fromjlo&oluift,   40  miles   to 
attend    'the  meeting.

Lder  John  R.Young  who  was   appointed   to  prcsidd  on  the  island 
of  IVtolakai    landed  en    that   island  April   16,1856,    He   writes:"  After 
being  nearly  a  year  on  Oahu,   I   was   appointed   bo  Hilo,   Hawaii, 
where  I    labored  six  mo  nth  3,   under  the  presidency  of  my  covaioin, 
Henry  P.  Richards*  I    was  then  called    to   preside   over   the  Molokai 
confer enee.   I    labored   alone    five  months    on    that   island.  Here   let 
me  quote  from  ny  journal  dated  Wednesday,    April  16,1856* 

"At    Lahaina,Maui,at  8   a.m. I  parted  with   the  brethren  and 
sailed  in  Opuus  6a»oe   for  Molokai.  Elder  s  "Richards   and   Cluff  walked 
with  me    to  the  beach   and  waited   to  see  me   off.   The   wind  was  blowing 
hard  from  the   southeast ,  and  as   son  as  we   passed  the  north  end   of 
Maui   it   increased   to   a  gale. 

\7e  were    carried  westward  beyond  cur  proper  landing,    and  we 
neared  the   shore  of  Molokai,    the   surf  ran  so  high  that  the 
canoe  was  capaized,   end  I   was   rolled     for  a  quarter   of  a  mile   over 
the  coral  reef,    and  finally  reached  shore  half  drowned,   "but  not   a 
bone  broken,   when  Apostle   John  Taylor   set  me  apart   for  my- mission, 

he   said,  "You  shall  be   cast  upon    the  bosom  of  the   se?,;   but  be 
not  afraid,    for   the  hand  of  God  shall  be   over  you,    and  you  shall 
return   in   safety  to  3'eur  father's  home."

All  the  Elders  would  like  to  take  the

geFmeans.     The  native  Saints  are  very 

poor,  and  arc  not  able  to  do  more  than 

i  '  support  themselves,  hence  they  have 
not  much  to  give  to  the  Elders.  Still,  in 
the  midst  of  poverty  and  many  other  em- 
barrassments, the  work  has  progressed, 
and  die  Elders  have  been  faithful  and  re- 
joice exceedingly  in  their  labours.  At  no 
tim  ■  since  the  commencement  of  the  mis- 
sion has  it  been  in  as  prosperous  a  condi- 
tion as  at  present.  The  Saints  are  in- 
creasing in  knowledge,  in  faith,  and  in 
good  works ;  they  begin  to  realize  the 
magnitude  of  the  work  in  which  they  have 
eml  arked,  and  are  shaping  their  actions 
accordingly.  They  are  very  desirous  to 
gather,  but  such  is  their  poverty,  that  at 
present  it  would  he  impossible  for  them 
to  emigrate  to  America,  even  if  the  laws 
did  not  pre-,  cat  them  from  doing  so. 
Having  a  desire  to  ph.ee  them  in  a  situa-  J 
tion  to  earn  m  sans  to  emigrate,  providing  : 
the  way  should  open,  and  to  get  them 
away  from  the  corrupt  influences  with 
which  they  are  continually  surrounded,  to 
a  place  where  we  could  control  their  la- 
bours, and  instruct  them  more  fully,  rot 
only  in  the  spiritual  things  of  the  king- 
dom, but  in  temporal  things  also,  we  have 
selected  a  temporary  gathering  place  on 
the  Lland  of  yanai,  (one  of  this  group), 
where  we  have  procured  the  use  of  a  piece 
of  land  free  of  cost  for  four  years.  On  ] 
this  we  have  opened  a  farm,  planted  crops 
of  wheat,  oats,  corn,  potatoes,  onions, 
beans,  &c,  all  of  which  bid  fair  to  yield 
good  crops  this  season — already  some 
wheat  is  ready  for  the  sickle.  This  labour 
is  performed  by  native  pioneers  from  dif- 
ferent islands  of  the  group,  one  or  more 
American  Elders  oversee,  and  direct  the 
labour.  These  islands  being  a  place  of 
resort  for  whale  ships,  there  is  n  gieat  de-

inand  for  produce  of  all  kinds,  hence  we 
Srljr.il  have  no  difficulty  in  finding  a  market 
for  our  produce.  \n  exctlli  nt  spirit  pro- 
vails  among  the  pioneers,  and  they  are 
<  si  ■  cising  a  i  alutary  influeni  c  among  the 
inhabitants  of  the  island  (Lmuu),  many 
of  whom  have  already  joined  tha  Church. 
Our  Klders  are  pretty  well  distributed 
ever  the  whole  group,  and  the  natives,  as 

well  as  foreigners,  in  all  parts,  are  being 
left  without  excuse. 

Our  hands  were  gn  itly  strengthened 

by  the  arrival  in  our  midst  last  fall  of  10 

young  Riders  from  Utah,  who  have  taken 

right  hold  of  the  work,  and  have  been  and 

ar,  making  good  progress  in  the  native 

language.

foreign  land. 

A  general  time  of  health  prevails  among 
the  brethren  of  the  mission,  asalso  among 
the  Saints  generally.  All,  with  one  ex- 
ception,  of  the  Klders  who  first  came  here 
returned  home  last  year,  and  others  whose 
health  and  circumstances  would  not  per- 
mit them  to  remain  longer,  returned  this 
spring,  and  several  more  will  leave  after 
the  General  Conference,  so  that  the  bur- 
then of  the  mission  will  roll  on  to  the 
young  Klders  who  came  last  fall. 

I  have  thus  brokenly  given  you  a  brief 
account  of  the  progress  of  the  work  on 
these  lands,  hoping  that  I  have  done  no 
more  than  will  be  acceptable  to  you. 

With  love  to  yourself  and  those  associa- 
ted with  you  in  gvitain,  and  prayers  for 
your  prosperity  in  the  Redeemer's  cause,

The  brethren  of  tins  mission,  m  far  as  inj  knowledge 
extends,  are  well  and  making  good  progress  in  the  Lan- 
guage, with  but  one  or  two  exceptions,  Bro.  Joseph  A. 
j'ecki  has  bad  poor  health  '.lie  most  "f  'he  time  since  he 
has  been  on  this  fsand.  lie  has  returned  !■>  Honplula^to 
:ee  If  he  can  get  something  ;o  hcl|i  him.  I  should  not  be 
much  surprised  if  he  returns  home,  lie  has  not  been 
able  to  adopt  the  native  living. 

The  work  of  the  I.  ird  upon  th"-e  Islands,  so  far  as  I 
am  acquainted,  is  not  prog  es  ing  quite  as  rapidly  Just  at 
pre-eat  as  it  has  formerl  ,  probably  on  account  of  so 
many  of  the  formei  Elrl  is,  those  u  ho  knew  the  Lan- 
guage, having  for  home.  Several  io"k  their  departure 
a<t  winter,  and  the  re5t,  excepting  Pi  .-t.  Lewis,  are  lih- 
era'.eil  to  leave  tight  away  after  nur  next  General  Con- 
ferenco,  which  comes  off  on  ;!ie'Jltli  of  July:  hence  you 
perceive  it  stands  us  in  hand  to  be  wide  awake  and  gel 
the  Language  a.^  soon  as  possible,  if  we  do  not  we  shaiT 
labour  under  a  disadvantage;  hut  I  know  that  the  Lord 
is  able  to  ;a';e  care  of  his  own  work,  therefore  1  have 
110  fears. 

It  seems  a  long  time,  fro.  Samuel,  since  we  have  been 
permitted  to  see  each  oilier,  and  I  'ook  forward  with  joy 
and  delight  in  anticipation  of  that  day  when  we  shall  Ue 
permitted  to  meet  again  and  rejoice  in  each  others 
society.  If  we  are  faithful,  will  it  not  be  a  happy  day? 
I  write  under  considerable  inconveniences,  a  labia  or 
chair  being  something  I  am  almost  an  entire  stranger  to.

Some  of  the  first  Kldcrs  returned  home  from  the  Jr.ly  1 
conference,  which  left  our  I  tip  In  the  native  language 
j  quit"  Pud  tod.  01  that  br.  Iteddln_and'I  «i  re  removed  from  I 
.  our  field  of  labor  to  other  portions  of  the  vineyard  where 
they  were  left  without  Elders  having  the  language.    He 
I  went  to  the  island  of  Kauai,  to  the  west,  ;.nd  1  to  the  cast 
1  600  mill  •<,  to  the  Island  .  I  Jlawgii,  where  I  labored  until 
my  return  home. 
After  I  had  obtained  the  language  and  labored  with  &11 
j  my  strength  and  energy  for  about  13  months,  I  found  my 
i  health  fasl  declining  from  frequent  colds  and  much  preach- 
.  Ini'  in  the  open  air,  and  open  thatched  houses,  which  af- 
'  fected  my  lungs,  and  my  whole  system  was  much  debili- 
tated,which  1  i        to  cease  my  labors  for  a  season. 
I  After  passing  some  months  In  this  situation   and  only 
I    1  rig  able  to  preach  quite  seldom ,  President  Lew's,  advised 
I  me  to  return  home. 

The  late  Elders  had  all  arrived,  and  were  fast  iinprov-" 
in-z  in  the  Hawaiian  language;  at  any  rate  the  most  of 
them  were.    I  saw  them  all   but  tour  in  their  different 


locations.     I  will  say  ofjir.  I've-';  rj  that  I  visited  him,  and 


he  was  not  insane  as  was  published  in   the  'QJewsy  but 
j  when  I  saw  him,  he  felt  anxious  and  very  much  deter-

1B'55,  on  board  the  Ship,  "Cilv 
of  Norfolk-'^  Our  voyage  was  tedious,  and  very  disagree- 
able tu  me  as  I  was  alone  and  my  scanty  means  would 
not  allow  rue  other  than  a  steer.-,':"  passage,  with  gamb- 
lers and  wicked  swearing  men;  and  what  added  more  to 
my  distress,  I  was  taken  with  the  Island  fever  only  a 
j  week  before  I  sailed;  yet  I  was  not  Idle,  hut  advocated' 
"Mormonlsm"  as  much  as  I  was  able,  and  preached  nice 
on  shipboard.

Wheat  does  well 
here  and  Is  a  sure  crop,  as  far  as  our  knowledge  extends. 
Vegetables  are  what  the  vermin  destroy,  but  there  ate 

■  ■  .s  of  the  year  when  there  Is  no  danger  of  losing 
tbem. 

This  Is  quite  a  handsome  little  valley,  but  there  5s  very 
little  water  in  the  dry  season.  1  am  doing  very  well  in 
the  native  language,  and  can  pre. .eh  some  In  it.

Some  of  cur  brethren  arc  expecting  to 
sail  for  the  coast  [San  Fram-isc  j  in  ifew 
days,  on  their  way  Co  fBe  Valley,  and  inas- 
much as  they  could  takea  letter  and  mail  it 
at  Fan  Pranciscjuvithont  costing  me  any- 
thing,"Tc<  alJ  not  beat  to  let  the  chance  pass 
without  improving  it.  This  is  thesecond 
tine  T  have  written  to  you  since  my  arri- 
vul  upon  these  lands.  My  reason  for  not 
writing  oftener  is,  it  has  been  impossible 
for  me  to  get  money  to  pay  the  postage 
with.  It  would  be  a  pleasure  to  me  to 
receive  and  answer  communications  from 
you  as  often  as  once  a  month,  but  such 
cannot  be  the  case  on  my  part,  as  money- 
is  i  iitirely  out  of  the  question  with  me, 
but  I  will  write  as  often  as  possible,  and 
I  wish  you  to  do  the  same. 

My  health  is  good,  and  has  been,  with 
but  very  few  exceptions,  ever  since  I  left 
home ;  and  in  regard  to  my  feelings,  I 
never  felt  better  in  the  discharge  of  my  ! 
duties  than  I  have  while  I  have  been  upon 
this  mission,  although  my  situation  the 
most  of  the  time  has  been  a  lonesome  one, 
being  alone  among  the  natives,  and  not 
.  able  to  talk  with  them.  But  by  the 
assistance  of  our  Heavenly  Father,  I  have 
been  enabled  to  obtain  a  portion  of  the 
native  language,  so  much  so  that  I  have 
been  able  to  speak  more  or  less  in 
public  for  several  months  back. 

Before  going  any  further,  I  will  here , 
acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  kind 
letter  of  August  18,  1S54,  which  came  to 
hand  on  the  2Sth  of  lost  May,  also  the 
package  of  books  which  you  sent  me  I  re- 
ceived but  a  few  days  a3o.  Your  like- 
ness I  discovered  to-day  for  the  first  time. 
It  is  useless  for  me  to  comment  upon  the 
satisfaction  it  afforded  me  upon  receiving 
your  present,  it  was  quite  unexpected, 
and  I  prize  it  very  highly;  also  your 
letter,  although  it  was  but  short,  was 
truly  a  source  of  comfort  and  consolation 
to  me,  if  it  was  some  nme  months  on  the 
way. 

Our  General  Conference  commenced 
here  on  the-24th  of  July,  which  continued 
some  four  days  and  a-half",  during  which 
time  considerable  business  was  dona 
pertaining  to  the  work  of  the  Lord  upon 
these  lands,  and  we  enjoyed  ourselves  well 
after  being  so  long  separated  from  each 
other.  It  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  give 
you  the  particulars,  as  you  will  no  doubt 
receive  the  minutes  in  full.  With  regard 
to  myself  f  was  appointed  to  return  to 
the  Island  Hawaii,and  take  charge  of  the 
Ililo  Conference/ with  the  assistance  of 
brotbi  r  John  Yojmg,  and  sciueoi'thenativa 
Elders.  This  Conference  takes  in  about 
one  half  of  the  Island  of  Hawaii.  Presi- 
di  aj  Li  wis  resigned  his  office  as  President 
of  the  mi -ion,  and  brother  Silas  .Smith 
takes  his  place.  Brother  ■) ,  T.  Caine  and 
S.  S.  Smith  arc  his  Counsellors.  All  of  tha 
old  missionaries  who  have  been  labouring, 
here  for  years  have  been  released,  and  will 
return  to  the  Valley  as  scon  as  th«y  can 
obtain  the  necessary  outfit,  consequently 
:i  ri  ponsibility  of  bearing  off  the  work 
upon  these  islands  rests  upi  n  us  toys,  and 
I  assure  you  1  feel  my  weakness  and  in- 
competency to  perform  that  portion  of  the 
work  which  has  been  laid  upon  me,  la- 
bouring among a  >  pplc  of  another  tongue, 
with  eo  imp  rfrct  a.  knowledge  of  the 


Fray  fur  me,  that  I  maybe 
enal  ed  to  net  well  my  part,  do  honour 
to  ins  ,i  If,  and  to  the  cause  which  I  have 
come  here  to  promulgate.  Be  assured 
you  have  my  prayers  continually. 

The  work  of  the  Lord  is  still  railing  on 
upon  these  islands,  although  a  great  num- 
ber of  the  Saints  are  not  in  as  lively 
a  state  as  I  would  like  to  see  them.  A 
great  many  of  tb  .n  are  as  a  native  would 
say,  /  alalia  lo  t,  .hey  do  not  seem  to  have 
much  spirit  or  energy  in  regard  to  the 
work.  There  are  also  some  as  good 
Saints  h  re  as  there  are  in  the  world,  and 
who  live  according  to  the  best  light  and 
knowledge  that  they  are  in  possession  of. 
When  '.lie  Cospel  was  first  introduced 
upon  these  lands,  the  people  were  baptized 
i  :  nd  hundreds,  the  Elders  could 
hardly  walk  out  into  the  street  but  what 
h  j  would  find  somebody  who  wished  to 
be  baptized.  Such  is  not  the  case  at  the 
present  time.  The  principal  labours  of 
the  Elders  now  -ecru  to  be  to  feel 
after  those  who  have  already  been  bap- 
tize.', to  strengthen  them,  ami  to  instruct 
them  in  their  temporal  as  \sell  as  spiritual 
salvation. 

The  work  of  the  gathering  is  increa- 
sing upon  the  Island  ofLauai,  good  crops 
were  raised  there  last  season,  considering 
all  the  inconveniences  the  brethren  were 
placed  under,  and  there  will  undoubt- 
sdly  be  better  raised  this  season.  The 
place  which  has  been  set  apart  for 
the  gathering  of  the  Saints  is  a  beautiful 
valley  upon  the  Island  of  Lanai?  some  ten 
or  twelve  miles  in  circumference.  The 
only  deficiency  that  I  know  of  is,  there  is 
but  very  little  water  near  by.  If  the 
valley  had  been  well  supplied  with  water, 
probably  the  Saints  would  never  have  had 
the  privilege  of  gathering  there.  You  i 
know  the  Saints,  as  a  general  thing,  have  i 
to  take  up  with  places  that  nobody  else 
will  occupy. 

I  am  anxious  to  see  this  work  go  ahead, 
for  it  is  an  evident  fact,  if  the  native  Saints 
are  not  gathered  together  where  they  will 
in  a  measure  be  separated  from  the  con- 
taminating  influences  which  surround 
them,  there  cannot  be  much  made  of 
them,  and  it  requires  a  great  deal  of  wis- 
dom and  patience  to  be  exercised  by  the 
Elders  of  Israel  while  labouring  among 
them,  more  so  if  possible  than  in  labour- 
ing among  more  enlightened  nations. 

I  have  often  thought,  brother  Franklin, 
as  you  remarked  in  your  Liter,  if  it  had 

been  all  right,  it  would  have  seemed  good 

if  our  lots  could  have  been  cast  together, 

or  where  we  could  have  seen  each  other 

occasionally,  but  inasmuch  as  such  was 

not  the  case,  I  have  not  felt  to  complain 

about  it,  it  is  all  right,  although  I  have 

I  felt  sometimes  that  it  would,  perhaps, have 

;  been  more  of  a  benefit  to  me  hereafter  if 

I  had  been  sent  to  some  country  where  I 

j  could  have  used  my  own  language,  for  in 

I  that  I  do  not  consider  that  I  am  gaining 

i  much.

The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  was  mightily  pound  out  upon  us, 
and  Elder  John  Dixon  spoke  In  tongues,  and  KiJ.r  James 
Hawkins  pn  pin  si  d  'that  the  Lord  would  bless  us  even 
more  than  what  we  asked  for,  and  in  fulfilment  of  this, 
j  ear  Ircru  that  day,  between  four  and  live  bundled 
natives  had  been  baptized. 

Some  of  the  elders  got  the  language,  and  in  three  or 
four  months  were  preaching  and  baptizing.  As  for  my- 
s.  If,  it  took  me  nearly  two  years  to  acquire  the  language 
so  a>  to  1  reach  In  i  Ubllc.  However,  1  felt  that  the  Lord 
was  with  me,  and  at  no  time  did  I  feel  to  falter  in  my  cu- 
deavors. 

1  was  on  the  Islands  three  years  and  seven  mon'hSj  and 
was  Instrumental  In  the  hands  of  God  In  bringing  many 
of  the  Islanders  to  a  know  ledge  of  the  Irutb;  for  whicb  1 
feel  thankful,  and  rejoice  that  I  was  sent  on  that  mission. 
In  fact  1  never  felt  sorry  even  while  there,  altho'  some- 
times I  felt  lonesome  and  almosi.  discouraged. 

The  natives  are  a  kind-tv  artcd  people,  and  will  do  all 
thy  cari  'o  make  you  comfortable;  will  give  the  last 
Eit'Uf hf ul  of  { .'Odj  and  the  best  and  only  bed;  and  If  your

They  had  their  ci'.ies  of  r:-."'ige  for  the  sheddi  r  of  blood  to 
ii  i  !,,;  off  n  l  saerlflc  s  to  their  gods;  the  shark,  ibe  vol- 
cano on  Hawaii,  a  dog,  and  hog  were  .  11  worshipped;  al- 
m(  l 1  very  family  had  Its  own  god,  even  lr  it  was  made 
of  wood  or  stone.  They  had  tin  ir  prophets,  aid  thtir 
piirsthoi  1  descended  rmin  father  to  fen. 

I  have  talked  with  several,  who  affirm  that  thry  have  ! 
conv  is i'd  with  the  voices  of  their  dead  friends,  and  they 
tell  llnm   that    their  spirits,    and  all  the  spirits  of  their 
ire   In  re  In  this   wo; id,   that  there   ire  myriads  of 
tin  in  living  In  the  air. 

One  native  told  me  that  there  was  once  a  man  living 
them  who  had  been  dead,  and  he  reported  that  all  1 
■  i  were  Still  on  the  earth,  living  on  fruits  that  grow  i 
on  trc-  s.  and  generally  so  rued  to  enjoy  themselves  well. 
rho  country  was  level,  except  two  little  hills,  but  then* 
w.18  no  sen  In  that  country,  and  yet  he  affirmed  that  ft 
i.  i  Id  ntlcally  these  Islands,  lie  said  the  reason  why  he 
came  luck  w.is,  the  people  would  not  let  him  stay,  but 
drove  hinj  back  Into  the  body. 

They  affirm  that  there  is  no  such  horrible  place  as  a  pit 
of  fire  and  brimstone  for  the  wicked,  as  they  ore  taught  by 
the  gentile  missionaries. 

it  Is  a  common  thing  a'.non?  the  natives,  both  nan  and 
worm  n,  win  n  about  lo  be  ovi  rtaicen  in  a  shower  of  rain, 
todtvest  lli°mselrcs  of  nearly  every  garment  and  tie  up 
th "lr  clothing  to  keep  them  from  getting  wet.  ' 

Their  skill  Is  dark,  like  the  Indians. of  these  mountains, 
hut  Hettei  featured,  ami  many  are  tnini  and  highly  educa- 
ted; ci"8ii  in  their  person  and  dp-si.  Many  are  rich,  and 
live  lu  fine  houws  bull!  either  ol  wood  or  coral,  well  paint- 
ed, and  lurnoh  d  with  the  best  of  hotti  i  hold  .'mn'ture. 

In  July  IPol,  at  a  gen'rd  conference, held  in  ITonoluln, 
Bid  rsC  innon,  F  irri  r«  Hawkins  and  nvysell  were  released 
from  our  missions,  and  about  the  13th  of  An.su  t,  arrived 
at  San.  Francisco,  C  d..  where,  from  want  of  means  to 
come  home,  I  was  ennip  lied  to  labor  with  my  hands  until 
ond  of  April  last,  wh  n  I  left  In  a  company  of  saints  or- 
ganized by  Elder  Parley  P.  Pratt  Tor  this  place,  under  the 
presidency  of  Elder  W.  McBride,  who  acted  as  a  friend  and 
fcrothir. 

V,'e  arrived  on  the  CI«t  of  July,  rll  In  good  health  and 
spirit:;  and  I  feel  to  praise  th?  Lord  G.-r!  of  Israt  I  for  his 
mercies  and  foodn-ss unto  me,  In  bringing  sue  safely  1  ark

Elders,   which  were  appointed  at  Conference,   have  not  made   their 
appearance  as  yet.      Y/e  have   the  Hilo   Conference  for  our  field,   and 

I   believe   that   is    the   largest   Conference   on   the   Islands, that  i3, 

the 
it  co vers a  most   land,   but  numbers,    perhaps,    the   fewest   Saints. 

I    have  considerable  walking   to   da,  and  am  so   busy  that  I   have   no 

time  whatever   to   be   lonesome  nor  home-sick,   At   least  not 

as  yet,   which  I    consider  to  be  quite  a  blessing. 

How   strange   it  seems   for  me    to   be  writing   to   you  in  England, 

v/hen  but   yesterday,   as    it  were    ,   we  were    together   in   the  valleys 

of   the  mountains,    surrounded  with  those  who  were  near  and  dear  to 

us,    enjoying  all   the   comforts  of   life,   which  a  happy  home   can  only 

give.      But  now  we   find  our  selves   separated  far  apart  by  the   bil- 
lows  of   the  mighty  I^aoif  ic   a.nd  Atlantic   seas.     How  changed  are   our 
situations,    and  what   different  scenes  we  have   passed   through 
from  what  we   ever  expected.      You  have   visited  the   great  cities 
of  Europe,   and  cried   repentance    in   the  halls   of  Britain,    while  I 
have   traveled  to   the  far  famed  isles   of   the  west,    and  declared   the 

glad   tidings   of   the  Gospel  In   the  grass  huts   of   the  poor  Kanaka* 
I    have  mingled  with  a   people  whose   customs  and   language  are  differnt 
from  mine,    though  1   can  now   talk  with  them,    for  which  I   have 


liad  to   pass   through  many   trying  :c'   yet  I   have  been  continually 

blest  by  my  heavenly  lather,      Grace   has   been  given  me   according    to 
ray  day,,  and   I    feel   to    rejoice    in  the   things    that    I  have   passed

through,   knov/iriii  that   they  are  for  my  benefit  and  cxaltaion. 

1   should  have  beer,  glad  to  have  accomj    nied  you   to  England, 
had  it  been  the  willcf   the  Lord,   for  I    know   that  you  could  have 
ht  and  counselled  mo  many  things   that  would  have  been   to   my 
interest,      but   it  was   not,  for  me    to    say  where   I    should  go.   The 
Lord  knew  best,   and  Hi  a  will  be   done  at  all   times.   I   have  had 
n-ood  brethren   to  associate   with  while  on   this  mission,   and  the 
Elders  are  aJi  kind   to   me,    Beeking   to   set   good   examples   before    rr.e 
continually,    and   I  hope   to   be  able   to   profit  by  the   same,    that 
I    may   return  home  a  ran,    havig  laid  boyishness  aside. 
Ero.  William,    pray  for  me,    that  I   may  be  able   to   overcome  my 
follies  and  imperfections  and  fill  my  mission  with  honor...*.

Well,  well ;  enough  of  this.  I  will 
give  you  a  short  sketch  of  our  a'Tairs,  or 
I'at'i'.tr  of  the  work  of  the  Lord  in  this 
port  of  the  world.  To  begin. with,  all  the 
old  Elders  have  retul  ncd  home,  except 
brothers  .Hammond  and  Snider,  who  will 
co  as  soon  they  can  obtain  means.  Our 
General  Conference  has  been  held,  and 
vou  will  see  the  minutes  in  the  Descret 
V  "s,_so  I  shall  omit  giving  you  the  par- 
ticulars. Lanai.  the  gathering  place,  is 
-in  a  flourishing  condition.  The  brethren 
are  sowing  their  fall  crops,  the  rains  are 
commencing  in  good  season,  and  pros- 
rivets  are  fine  for  doing  a  good  work  this 
year.  We  have  leased  a  large  tract  of 
had  for  ,<  1 7 •>  per  year,  for  any  length 
of  time  that  we  may  wish  to  hold  ;  thus 
.^ou  see  the  door  has  opened  and  we  have 
a  firm  foot-hold.  Our  vessel  is  afloat, 
and  will  be  of  great  worth  for  carrying 
our  produce  to  market.  Brother  Cannon, 
has  the  Book_oi_Morrnon  nearly  printed 
ia  the  native  language.  We  arc  stirring 
•up  the  Saints,  so  as  to  have  them  prepared 
to  purchase  when  the  book  makes  its  ap- 
pearance, and  I  think  that  it  will  find  a 
ready  market  among  the  brethren;  and  T 
pray  that  it  max-,  so  that  means  may  be  < 
raised  to  carry  on  the  printing,  and,  fur- 
thermore, that  this  people  may  come  to  a  [ 

knowledge   of    the  history  of   their  forefathers  and   learn 
the  ways  of   the  Lord  more   perfectly. 

While  writing  this   morning  the.  shock  of  an   earthquake  was 
felt  so    plainly  that   I   had    to  wait  for  my  table   to    quit 
shaking.    This,    however,    is    nd/fan  uncommon    thing,    for   the 
eruptions  of   the   Luai  I'ele   volcano   often  shakos    the  whole  island. 
I   have   not  yet   visited    the   crater,   which  is   only  30  miles  from 
here,    but   I    intend    to    do    so    before   leaving   the   island.    The 
crater  has  been   in  fine  ac  tie n'jkr£>  the   last   month  and  is 
continually  belching  forth  oceaaa  of  melted  lava,    which  has' run  do 
the  mountain  some   50  miles,    but  as   yet  has  done   no   damage* •••••

I  continue  my  letter,  as  the  mail  is  not 
ready  to  leave,  but  I  must  confess  that  I 
hardly  know  what  to  say,  as  I  have  told 
you  rll  the  news.  Being  separated  far 
apart  as  we  are,  and  not  knowing  when 
I  can  write  again,  it  seems  hard  to  lay 
aside  my  pen  when  there  is  time  to  spare. 
There  is  one  theme,  however,  on  which 
the  Saints  can  ever  dwell  without  wearing 
it  out  :  it  mattercth  not  how  long  it  hath 
been  chanted,  it  will  ever  he  music  to  the 
meek  in  heart — let  us  tell  ever  so  oft  of 
the  love  that  the  Father  hath  for  His 
children,  and  the  blessings  that  we  are 
daily  receiving  from  the  "  Giver  of  all 
good  gifts,"  and  we  never  get  tired  of 
hearing  it. 

When  I  read  the  letters  of  the  Elders 
in  the  jPeggreL  ArtfSi  and  see  how  they 
are  bl(  St  while  travelling  in  foreign  lands, 
and  think  how  merciful  the  Lord  hath 
been  to  me,  providing  for  my  wants,  bles- 
sing me  with  health  and  strength,  and 
giving  unto  me  a  portion  of  the  language 
of  this  people — when  I  see  these  things,  I

The  field  in  which  I  am  labouring  eriy 
ttvroes  the  pastorage  of  uncle  Asa.

"and  is  a  wealthy,  influential  missionary. 
I  have  not  seen  him  yet,  but  cousin  Henry  ■ 
-ays,  when  he  gets  his  native  help,  that  [  j 
may  take  :>.  native  Elder  with  u>e,  and  pay  ; 
him  a  visit,  "  and   see  if  it  be  possible  to  i 
turn  some  of  his  elect''  from  their  crook-  j 
ed  ways,  and  bring  thern  to  a  knowledge  j 
of  the  true  Gospel. 

How  he  will  like  lo  have  me  preach  the 
'•unhallowed  principles  of  Mormoirism" 
among  his  flock  is  more  than  I  at  present 
can  tell,  though  I  expect  that  he  will 
growl  a  little  when  <;  the  soft,  heavenly 
-■vhisptr  of  yellow  boys  ceases  to  jingle 
freely  in  his  breeches'  pockets,"  by  his 
church  members  refusing  to  pay  the  new 

moons • 

The  Elders  from  home  are  all  enjoying 
good  health,  1  believe,  and  are  getting  so 
that  they  can  tell  the  natives  what  "Mor- 
monisin"  is. 

Adieu,  brother  William,  for  a  while, 
and  may  the  Lord  bless  you  and  crown 
your  labours  with  success.

Since  I  last  wrote  to  you  (which  was 
about  the  first  of  last  month),  I  have  re- 
turn d  ■  jain  to  the  Island  of.IIawaii.  to 
my  labour-   here  in  the  Hilo  1 
C  ',  over  which  I  was  appointed 

to  pre  Cousin  John   Young  is  with 

me;  he  is  the  only  help  fl         ,t  present. 

There  were  some  native 

Eldci  -  appointed  l"  labour  with  me  here  i 
in  this  Conference,  but  they  have  not  as 
yet  :     de  their  appearance. 

I'l  '  my  arrival  at  tins  place,  I  found 
things  in  rather  a  crooked  situation. 
Quit  .  i  umber  of  the  Saints  had  got  to 
be  more  or  'ess  cold  and  indifferent,  being 
left  some  time  without  any  foreign  Elders 
with  them,  but  by  the  blessings  of  the 
Lord,  they  are  beginning  to  enliven  up, 
and  feel  to  rejoice  in  the  work  of  the  last 
'.'ays. 

This  people,  take  them  as  a  people,  are 
vn  different  from  the  more  enlightened 
and  civilized  nations  of  the  earth;  their 
minds  are  like  so  many  little  children's,  they 
are  easily  turned,  and  a  great  deal  more 
so  to  do  evil  than  to  do  good,  consequent-' 
ly  it  requires  the  Elders  to  be  with  them  . 
Continually,  to  lead   them   along,  to  in- 
stinct them,  and   to  keep  them  in  the 
right   track,    when   you    once   get  them 
there.     Take  the  work  as  a  general  thing,  > 
it  is,  I  believe,  in  a  prosperous  condition,  | 
notwithstanding  all  the    efforts    of  the  i 
devil  and  his  imps    to  put  it  down.     La- 
Bai,  the   gathering   place,   is  progressing 
finely.    The  brethren  have  commenced  to  ; 

|  put  in  another  crop,  and  €r    native  Saints, 

I  those  who  have  gathered  tnere,  are  buoy- 

:  ant  in  spirits.    The  Presidency  have  made 

I  a  permanent  contract  with  Haalelea,  the 

chief,  for  the  land.     We  are  to  have  it 

two  years  free  of  charge,  after  which  we 

have  to  pay  ,$1  75  per  year.     Our  vessel, 

which  has  just  been  built,  is  afloat,    and 

she   will   no  doubt  be  a  great  benefit  to 

the  mission,  in  taking  produce  to  market, 

!  assisting  the  Elders  in  travelling  from  one 

!  island  to  another,  &c. 

Brothers  Lewis.  Allred.  Keele^  Wood- 
bury,  and  Grecnfaave  sailed  for  the  Coast, 
on  their  way  to  the  Valley.  Brothers  Ham-. 
rmond,and  finiderwill  sail  as  toon  as  they 
j  can  obtain  the  necessary  outfit ;  they  are 
the  only  two  who  are  yet  remaining  of 
|  the  old  hands,  those  who  were  labouring 
here  before  the  arrival  of  the  LasT  com* 

Along  in  the  fore  part  of  July  last, 
I  a  ship  load  of  Saints  (seme  70  or  75 
I  in  number)  from  Australia,  bound  for 
I  San  Pedro,  arrived  "at  .Honolulu.  The 
I  vessTi  put  in  there  for  repairs,  as  she  had 
j  been  leaking  for  several  days  very  bad. 
!  After  remaining  there  a  few  days,  and 
(getting  repaired,  they  again  put  to  sea, : 
j  but  were  soon  obliged  to  return,  it  being 
j  no  better.  The  vessel  was  afterwards 
condemned,  and  the  Saints  put  on  shore 
;  without  any  remuneration  whatever. 
!  Since  then,  by  jembining  their  moans, 
'  some  "0  or  3"  of  them  have  managed  to 
|  get  off;  the  remainder  of  them  are  still 
i  here,  and  probably  will  he  for  scire  time. 
I  The  company  was  in  charge  of  Elder  B. 
LErost.  Elders  .£':. ..ith  and  Owen  (from 
[the  Valley)  were  also  on  bo? rd,  on  their 
'  return. 

The  brethren  of  this  mission  are  all 
well,  so  far  as  my  knowledge  extends,  and 
rejoicing  in  thi  ir  labours,  and  the  most  of 
them  are  getting  .o  speak  the  native  lan- 
guage very  ft-fclTj  at  least  the  natives  say 
,  they  j.peak"  it  pololei  no,  kokol;  like  me  he

We  have  lately  received  news  from 
brother  Cannon,  California,  informing 
us  that  tl'.L-  GHo.fc_of  Mormon  is  nearly 
completed,  and  will  soon  be  here, 
ready  for  sale  in  the  Hawaii)  n  I  mguage.

devil  to  raging,  and  be 
doing    a    great    deal  of 


The  labours  of  the  brethren  generally 
upon  these  land?  are  very  laborious,  al- 
most all  of  the  travelling  .aiming  the 
Brauches  has  lo  be  done  on  foot.  Such 
i-  the  case  in  my  field,  and  the  country  is 
very  rough  and  uneven,  having  very  steep 
parlis  to  ascend  and  descend,  a  great 
many  of  them  hundreds  of  feet  in  height, 
and  as  soon  nearly  as  you  arc  over  one 
you  come  to  another.  I  would  not  mind 
exchanging  some  of  my  days'  travels,  for 
a  trip  in  the  kanyon  after  a  load  of  wood, 
so  far  as  the  labour  is  concerned.  But! 
notwithstanding  this,  I  feed  to  rejoice  all  j 
the  day  long;  the  Lord  has  been  with 
me,  :  id  hai  given  me  strength  according 
to  my  day.  Tray  far  me,  brother  Frank- 
lin, that  I  may  have  wisdom  given  unto 
me,  so  that  I  may  be  enabled  to  bear  off 
the  responsibilities  which  have  been 
placed  upon  me,  in  that  way  and  manner 
that  will  reflect  credit  to  myself  and  to 
the  cause  which  I  am  striving  to  promul- 
gate. I  never  realized  my  weakness  and 
nothingness  in  my  life  to  the  extent  that 
I  do  now,  but  I  know  that  the  Lord  is  all- 
powerful,  and  inasmuch  as  His  servants 
put  their  trust  in  Him,  lie  will  assist 
them  in  every  time  of  need. 

I  look  forward  with  anticipations  of 
delight  to  when  we  shall  be  permitted  to 
meet  together  again,  with  our  families  and 
friends,  in  the  Valleys  of  the  Mountains,  as 
we  have  in  days  that  are  past  and  gone. 
I  did  not  know  how  to  appreciate  those 
blessings  then  half  as  well  as  I  think  I 
sha'l  if  we  are  once  more  permitted  to 
enjoy  them,  but  I  do  not  wish  to  return 
until  I  have  fulfilled  my  mission  honour- 
ably, and  pei  formed  a  good  work. 

Sly  main  stopping  place  is  at  Puncu,_ 
near  what  is  called  by  the  foreigners,  By- 
ron's Bay.  It  is  about  30  miles  from  the* 
"renowned  Crater  of  Kilauea,  which  1 
had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  some  months 
since.      .It  is  truly  a  magnificent  sight, , 

and  strikes  a  feeling  of  awe  and  reverence 
in  its  beholders.  It  has  lately  broken 
out  in  two  different  places,  ona  of  which 
is  only  about  25  or  30  miles  distant.  I  am 
told  that  the  melted  lava  is  running  down 
towards  Hilo  at  the  rate  of  a  mile  and  a 
half  or  two  miles  per  day.  Its  brilliant 
light  can  be  seen  in  the  heavens  almost 
every  night,  which  makes  a  grand  and 
majestic  appearance.  Volcanic  eruptions, 
earthquakes,  &c,  are  no  uncommon  thing, 
especially  upon  this  island.  Yesterday 
morning  while  I  was  sitting  at  the  table, 
writing,  there  was  a  shock  of  an  earth- 
quake, which  so  shook  the  house  and 
table  that  I  had  to  stop  writing  until  it 
was  over. 

Eia  KekaJii — I  have   an  item  of  news 

whii  h  may  perhaps  be  interesting  to  you, 

if  it  was  not  so  much  so  to  me.     About 

two  weeks  ago,  as  we  arose  one  morning 

to  dress  ourselves  as  usual,  behold  and  lo ! 

to  our  great  surprise,  all  of  our  clothes 

were    missing.       After    looking   around 

some  little,  we  found  them  out  of  doors, 

scattered  along  die  path,  and  wet  through 

by  the  rain.     Upon  examination,  I  found 

;  that  my  watch  had  been  taken  out  of  my 

:  vest  pocket,  also  brother  John's  money 

J  purse  was  taken,  but  no  money  in  it.     I 

|  was  somewhat  sorry  to  lose  the  watch,  as 

j  it  had  proved  to  be  an   excellent  time- 

!  piece.     It  was  a  lever,  full  jewelled,  and 

I  cost  me  some  $-10.    I  do  not  know  of  any 

|  one  who  has  anything  against  us,  more 

i  than  what  is  common  for  people  to  have 

I  against  our  principles,  with  the  exception 

|  of  one  man.    who   was    President   of  a 

Branch,  but,  because  of  his  wickedness 

j  and    transgression,    I  had   been   obliged 

to  cut  him  off  from  the  Church.     lJut 

;  then  this  is  nothing  when  you  get  used 

to  it. 

Well,  brother  Franklin,  I  shall  have  to 
close  for  the  present.  Please  excuse 
these  few  unconnected  sentences,  for  I 
have  written  them  in  a  hurry.  Please 
remember  me  Irindlv,  with  love  and  best 
wishes,  to  all  of  the  brethren  whom  Iain 
acquainted  with  from  the  Valley,  not  for- 
getting to  take  n  liberal  share  to  your- 
self.

At  the  special  conference  held  on  the  IStli  Aug.,  1851, 
1  was  call  d  villi  others  of  m>  i  relhreu  to  take  a  mission 
to  tho  Sandwich  Islands.  I  i:ule  arrangements  accord- 
!:.;:>.  and  on  the  16th  of  October  following,  I  loft  ray 
famllyj  after  committing  tliei  I  to  llic  care  of  Him  I  was 
going  to  seive.  1  was  eoml  irtod  with  the  promise,  when 
I  was  set  i,  >i">  that  1  should  go  and  prosper)  and  return 
and  find  my  fauiily  all  alive  and  well.  I  wee*,  claiming 
(hat  promise)  and  with  a  f  xed  determination  that  all  my 
.  ctlo  is  should  show  thai  my  object  was  the  upbuilding  of 
the kingdom of  lnd>  and  not  my  can  aggrandisemeut. 
T...  .1  nis  in  the  southern  settlements,  as  we  passed 
through,  treated  us  very  kindly)  and  when  we  arrived  In 
alg,  the  saint*  there  dealt  onl  freely  to  ns  of  their 
.  which  enable  1  us  to  go  directly  to  the  place  of  our 
destination. 

We  set  s  i  1  from  S.-n:  Francisco  on  the  2nd  of  Feb..  1S5S. 
The  siiu  was  jest  rising  when  we  sot  under  way  In  the 
bayj  swiftly  we  pliJcJ  along  before  the  wli'd,  and  on  the 
17ih  of  Feb.  we  made  the  port  of  Honolulu,  where  wo 
round  EldeLLfi.wlSi.the  president  of  the  mission,  lie  Im- 
mediately gave  notice  to  the  other  ciders  of  our  arrival) 
and  that  a  conference  would  he  convened  as  soon  as  they 
could  get  together. 

We  met  on  the  7ih  of  March]  and  upon  deliberation  the 
brethren  thought  It  would  be  hot  for  ns  to  live  among  the 
native  brethren  unul  we  obtained  tome  knowledge  of  the 
language.  1  felt  very  anxious  to  learn  the  language  of 
that  pjople,  for  1  believed  that  a  good  woik  would  be 
done  among  them,  and  was  willing  to  sacrifice  the  society 
"f  men  of  my  own  nation,  and  live,  awhile  In  banishment, 
if  I  could  obtain  a  knowledge  of  tho  language  any  sooner 
by  that  means. 

We  soon  separated]  and  with  my  hr.  Reddlck  went  to 
live  with  hr.  jjjjje  iliano  si  Kuhtj  or.  the  Island  of  Maul, 
and  on  the  10th  day  ol  April  we  commenced  our  study. 
1  felt  then  that  I  was  a  child  in  very  deed— a  messenger  of- 
salvation  to  a  people  to  whom  I  was  as  d 'imb  as  the 
"iamb  bef  ore  its  shearer."  1  «sked  God  to  help  mej  fori 
had  a  tusk  that  I  did  not  feed  able  to  accomplish  without 
his  aid. 

tVe  attended  closely  to  our  study,  and  o.ir  teacher 
spared  no  pains,  and  gave  ns  ail  the  aid  and  Instruction. 
that  lay  in  his  power.  As  to  our  fare  it  was  very  ri'oTer- 
ent  to  what  we  had  been  accustomed  to,  yet  wc  soon  got 
used  to  It,  and  could  taki  our  al'.ov.  ance  of  food  as  It 
came  along. 

By  continually  striving   with  God  iu  prayer]   and  by 
diligence  In  study,  I  found  that  I  was  Improving  In  the  I 
knowledge  of  the  language;  for  a  letigih  of  time  I  did  not ' 
allow  myself  to  take  up  a  book   In  the  Fugltsh.  lancnace  j 
and  read  in  It;  the  B.'j<'.rrt__Xcws  afforded  me  as  much 
reading  of  the  kind  as  I  thought  to  be  for  my  coed  under 
the  circumstances.     After  continuing  my  study   for  four 
months,  I  commenced  to  speak  In  public,  and  from  that!

among  ti-c  saints,  that  now  numbered  between  7  and  SCO  ' 
111  the  conference  where  I  had  been  laboring,  but  they  j 
were  poor  and  I  could  not  succeed.  President  Lewis! 
thought,  under  the  circumstances,  that  I  had  Letter  gVtoJ 
r  n  ilnlu.  and  work  with  my  "hands  for  the  required  mcan«.| 
Accordingly,  about  the  1st  of  June,  I  lonjtjgcr  5{olcn  In  ' 
charge,  with  felder  Parlridje,  to  assist  him,  and  went  to 
work  with  my  trowel  and  hammer  until  the  conference. 

We  met  at  Ihe  place  selected  for  the  gathering  of  the' 
saints,   a  report  of  which  was  sent  y.,u.    The  arranoe"  ' 
lit-  that   were   made   for  the   callierlng  of  Ihe  saints 
were  the  best  that  could  be  made  at  the  time,  and  perhaps 
ti  thing  better  Can  be  done  for  some  time  to  come;  yet  1 
a  ii  ;  itlsfled,  fiat  as  soon  as  It  Is  posMblo  to  bring  tl.itn 
away  from  the  Islands  and  locate  th^m  at  some  suitable 
place  south,  where  the  climate  will  not  be  too  cold,  that 
teu  of  them  "may  be  raids  more  serviceable  both  to  them 
■elves  and  the  kingdom  of  God  than,  ons  hundred  at  any 
j  location  oil  the  Islands.     In  the  first  p]  ice,  they  will  have  ' 
'  nothing  but  the  good  instructions  that  the  elders  who  may 
i  be  placed  to  preside  over  them  will  Impart,  while,  in  the 
flatter,   the  Influence  of  priestcraft,  and  of  unbelieving 
I  friend'  will  continually  be  near  to  entice  them  away. 
On  the  30th  of  August,  in  company  with  K'.ders  Oeen 
and  K'-e'.  r,  1  s. tiled  from  nonglgljij  and  after  a  fine  pas- 
I  sage  of  17  days,    arrived    at   San  Francisco,  where  we' 
j  found  riders  Cannon,  JJull,   and  \r:is!e  rapidly  progres- 
sing with  the  work  of  printing  the   Bok  of  Horn) on  In 
I  ih«  Hawaiian  language.    The  untiring  perseverance  with 
which  they  carry  on  the  work,  and  that  too  with  but  little 
means,  cannot  be  surpasi-od. 

We  staid  one  week  In  $an  I^fancl.'co,  and  then  left  for 
SanBernardlnOj  where  we  arrived  on  the  2Sth  of  Septeni-  i 
[her.  I  really  felt  that'l  had  got  among  the  saints  from; 
!  the  welcome  that  I  received.  The  good  feeling  tlirit  es-| 
I  Isted  among  them  generally,  and  the  good  Instruction  that ' 
was  given  by  Elder*  I.ymjin  and  Rich,  all  tended  to  re-'

It  la  strange  but  nevertheless  true,  that 
lliey  will  bo  happy  let  them  be  placed  in  ever  co 
adverse  circumstances. 

Tho  D«ere1   Nev.s  comes  as  regularly  as  the 
mails  will  o'ring  i'i  but  the  "Mormon"  has  never 
made  its  appearance;  Uncle  C  mi's  mails  can  ccr- 
I  liuly  take  the   premium    for   driving  slow!  goisg  I 
slow II and  for  sailing  more  slow!!! 

Thursday,  March  27.— 1  &m  still  atUpoln,_aa  ] 
we  have  had  no  opportunity  to  leave.  A  vessel 
touched  here  a  few  days  ago,  but  our  purses  being 
rather  light  we  were  unablo  lo  obtain  a  passage. 
I  find  that  "its  money  that  makes  tho  inure  go," 
the  world  all  over. 

I  have  just  seen  a  Native  brother  from  Lanai 
and  learned  of  the  departure  of  FJder  Hammond? 
und  family  for  the  Valley;  may  the  Lord  bless  and 
prosper  him  on  his  journey.  The  company  of 
Elders  which  I  cam"  out  here  wi  h  aro  now  sole 
possessors  of  the  field.  Elder  Pack. has  com- 
menced his  school  at  Lanai,  which,  it  is  said,  is 
well  attended  both  days  and  evenings.

Dear  Brother  Franklin— Another  op- 
n  irtunity  having  presented  itself,  I  cheer- 
fully embrace  the  same  by  writing  a  few 
lines  to  you,  to  let  you  know  how  lam 
getting  along,  of  my  whereabouts,  situa- 
tti  ■'.  &c 

My  health,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  has  been 
poor  for  nearly  a  month  past,  in- 
deed, my  whole  system  has  been  quite 
out  of  order,  an!  constant  travelling  in 
this  excessive  hot  climate,  with  the  native 
lends  not  to  make  it  better,  very 
fast ;  but  I  have  been  enabled,  so  far,  by 
the  assistance  of  the  Almighty,  to  attend 
to  my  labours,  and  I  do  not  douht  but 
I  shall  be  able  to  continue  so  to  do, 
as  I  am  on  the  amend,  and  shall  probably 
soon  be  quite  well  again. 

Since  I  last  wrote  to  you,  which  was 
several  months  ago.  my  time  has  been  em- 
ployed in  the HUp  Conference,  doing  what 
little  good  I  could,  according  to  the  best 
of  my  ability.  Brother  John  11.  Young 
has  been  labouring  with  ine,  and  1  think 
cur  labours  have  been  crowned  with  some 
little  success,  not,  however,  so  much  by  way 
of  increasing  our  numbers,  (:md  such  is 
the  case  generally,  I  believe,  throughout 
the  diifercnt  Conferences)  but  in  strength- 
ening the  Saints,  setting  the  Branches  in 
orders  and  in  giving  the  hoomolokas  or 

outsiders,  a  chance  to  hear  the  truth,  and 
embrace  the  same,  if  they  felt  so  disposed; 
We  are  now  on  our  way  to  Lanai,  t& 
ik.  t  with  the  foreign  Elders  of  this  mis- 
sion in  Conference,  which  is  to  commence 
on  the  Gth  of  April  next.      We  are  wait- 
ing at  this  point,  in  company  with  bro- 
thers Pavn-idge  and  Rogers,  for  a  vessel, 
under  rather  unpleasant  circumstances; 
There  has  been  quite  a  famine  in   this 
vicinity  for  some  time  past,  in  consequence 
of  having  no  rains.   There  is  but  wry  little- 
food,  in  fact,  nothing  but  sweet  potatoes,. 
and  they  are  very   scarce.       Suffice  it 
to  say,  We  have   not  had  a  comfortable 
meal' since  our  arrival  here,  but  Iain  in. 
hopes  we  shall  soon  he  able  to  leave,  and. 
go  where  we  can  find  a  little  better  pick- 
i  ing,  and  be  a  little  better  cared  for. 

The  work  of  the  Lord  upon  these  Is- 
lands is  still  onward,  and  is,  I  believe,  in 
a  better  condition  than  it  was,  say,  eight 
or  ton  months  ago,  when  the  last  company 
from  Utah  commenced  their  labours 
among  th;s  people.  Not,  however,  he- 
cause  their  abilities  are  superior  to  those 
who  were  here  before  them,  but  there 
have  been  more  labourers  in  the  field,  con- 
sequently there  has  been  a  greater  chance 
to  give,  both  Saint  and  sinner,  a  thorough 
warning  of  the  judgments  which  are 
about  to  be  poured  out  upon  the_  wicked 
unless  they  repent;  for  I  suppose  it  is  just 
as  necessary  to  warn  the  ungodly— those 
who  will  not  forsake  their  sins,  that  they 


-as 
to  re- 
ceive  our  instructions,  that  they  may 
eventually  be-  saved  in  the  kingdom  of 
heaven. 

I  do   not   suppose  that   our   numbers 
have  increased  any  during  the  past  year, 
and  the  reports  "may    perhaps    show  a 
sligl  t.  decrease,  but  this  is  nothbg  strange 
to  me,  and  would  not  be  to  any  one  who 
understands  the  character  and  disposition 
of  this  people.    Many,  I  believe,  embraced 
the  work  at  the  commencement,  because  it 
was  something  strange  and  new — a  thing 
which  this  people  are  very  fond  of;  others, 
very  many  of  them,  out  cf  pecuniar/  mo- 
tives.    Among  the  Catholic  and  Elites-, 
tant  churches  upon  tfiesa  Islands,  there 
is  acontinual  aiuutnarut  or  taxation  upon 
th  ir  purses.     Their  members  have  much 
to  pay  before  they  are  privileged  to  par- 
take of  the  sacrament ;  a  liberal  amount 
has  "i  he  oald  in  for  the  support  of  their 
ministers;   they  are   .\'so  called  upon  to 
fork  over  to  assist  in  spreading  the  Gos- 
pel upon  the  other  Groups  of  Islands, 
and  their  calls  for  this   thing  and  that 
thing,  when  all  summed  up,  make  con- 
siderable of  a  pile,  especially  for  a  people 
who have,asit were, OTtnothing.  This  they 
calculated  was  a  Church   with"  it  mo-

ney  and  without  price;  that  the  Elders 
could  live  without  eating  and  drinking,  or 
wearing  out  clothes,  and  the  work  would 

roll  on  gloriously  and  triumphantly  with- 
out any  of  tl   ir  assistance  whatever;  hut 
when  they  came  to  find  out  that  the  El- 
ders do  actually  have  to  cat,  drink,  and 
wear  clothing,  and  that  they  cannot  get 
along  comfortably  without  being  assisted, 
occasionally,  and   that   it    is    obligatory 
upon  them  to  take  hold  and  assist  seme 
little  with  their  means,  in  rolling  on  the 
work,   let  it  be   ever  so   small   to   what 
they    have   been   used    to   heretofore,   it 
has    caused    some  to    "return    to    the' 
pit  from  whence  they  were  dug,"  or  "like 
the  sow  that   had  been    washed    to  her' 
wal'owing  in  '.he  mire."    Others, perhaps, ' 
with  sensations  little  more  acute,  st:uid 
aloof  from  all  denominations,  and  sigh  for 

the  days  of  A" ■•..,.  ■'. ha  I,   when  they 

.were  permitteSTo  act  out  their  heathen- 
ish rites,  bow  down  to  wood  and  stone — 
idols   made    by    their    own    hands— fre- 
quently to  sacrifice  human  beings,  hogs, 
goats,  chickens,  maias,  &c,  in  their  hea- 
then temples,  and  make  whales,  sharks,  the 
volcano,  &c.,  objects  of  their  worship. 
Notwithstanding  all  this,  there  are  some 
good-hearted   native   Saints   upon    these 
lands,  who  do  about  as  well  as  they  know 
how,  and  I  long  to  see  them  gathered 
out  from  the  midst  of  the  wicked   and 
contaminating  influences  which  surround 
them,  to  that  place  where  they  can  be 
blessed  both  with  a  temporal  and  spiritual 
salvation. 

Take  the  Hawaiian  nation  as  a  people, 
and  they  are  anything  but  of  a  thinking, 
reflecting  character.  If  they  can  get  a 
plenty  of  Poi  and  fish  to  eat  they  are 
perfectly  happy.  Many  have  been  bap- 
tized into  this  Church",  hut  if  I  was  to 
speak  my  own  opinion,  I  have  no  idea 
that  a  great  majority  of  them  ever 
'  thought  so  far  as  to  consider  that  this  is 
the  true  Church,  and  the  only  one  capa- 
ble of  saving  and  exalting  them  in  the 
kingdom  of  God,  hence,  the  seed  is  liable 
to  wither  and  die  when  the  sun  makes  its 
appearance,  because  there  is  not  much 
depth  of  earth. 

I  can  truly  say  that  I  have  felt  to  re- 
joice in  my  labours  among  this  people,, 
and  the  Lord  has  blessed  and  prospered 
me  abundantly   in   the   same,    although 
circumstances     frequently     combine     to 
make  our  situation  unpleasant,   and  we 
are  called  upon  almost  daily  to  witness 
scenes   which  are  revolting,  and  unplea- 
sant to  any  one  who  has  been   used   to 
living   in  anything   like   refined   society. 
Still  the   spirit  of  my  mission  has   con- 
tinually been  w  ith  me,  and  I  feel  to  thank 
the  Lord  that    I  have   been    called  to 
it,    even    to    labour    among    this     de- 
>  graded  people,  that  I  may,  peradventure, 
'  be  instrumental  in  doing  them  some  little 
:  good,  by  assisting  to  redeem  them  from 
the   corruptions    and   abominations   into 
which  they  have  fallen,  and  placing  thern 
upon  a  foundation  which  will  ensiue'them 
[  salvation,  and  wh(  re  they  can  rejoice  with 
1  us  in  the  rich  blessings  of  our  Redeem- 
er's kingdom. 

I  have  been  greatly  blessed  in  ob- 
taining a  knowledge  of  the  native  lan- 
guage. I  can  converse  with  the  natives 
pretty  freely,  and,  so  far  as  speaking  is 
concerned,  I  feel  more  or  less  at  home  in 
attempting  to  address  a  native  congrega- 
tion, but  as  for  speaking  in  public  in  my 
own  language,  I  have  had  no  experience', 
and  there  fore  know  hut  very  little  about  it. 
I  sometimes  think  I  shall  almost  forget 
w  hat  little  English  I  ever  did  know,  for  if  I 
happen  to  meet  with  a  foreigner  and  get 

into  conversation  with  him,  (which  is, 
however,  a"  rare  occurrence)  I  find  that  a 
native  word  is  always  on  hand  to  fill  up 
interstices.  I  have, however, had  wisdom 
and  strength  given  unto  me,  so  far,  ac- 
cording to  my  day.  for  which  1  feel  truly 
thankful.  1  feel  more  and  more,  day 
by  day,  like  going  onward,  and  devoting 
myself  and  what  little  I  have  to  the  ser- 
vice of  God,  and  to  the  b»ilding  up  of 
His  kingdom  upon  ti.  •  earth.

SJOn,  with  liberty  to  return  home  as  soon 
as  his  way  shall  open  before   him      He 
has   been  a  good,  faithful  man,  and  his 
absence  will   be  much  felt,  as  we  are  at 
the  best  very  short  of  help,  but  it  is  con- 
ssdered  the  best  and  only  course  for  him 
to  pursue  to  again  recover  his  lost  health. 
In  regard  to  myself,  my  health  has  im- 
proved   much    during   the  past   month. 
Bailing  to  this  Island  and  meeting  with

Conference  convened  at  11  a.  u. 

Present. — Of  the  Presidency  of  the  mission, 
Silas  Smith,  John  T.  Caiuc  and  Silas  S.  Smith.

P.  Richards,  Edward  Partridge,  George  Speirs

Conference  called  to  order  by  Frest.  Smith. 
Opened  by  singing  the  hymn  on  132  page, 
"Sweet  is  the  work"  &c.  Prayer  by  Prest. 

Sung  hymn  on  15  page,  "joy  to  the 
world"  &c. 

Moved  and  carried  that  Elder  John  T. 
Came  act  as  Clerk  of  this  Conference. 

Moved  and  seconded  that  we  sustain  Elder 
Silas  Smith  <>$  the  President  of  this  mission. 
Carried  unanimously. 

Prest.  Smith  in  a,  brief  mauner  thanked  the 
brethren  for  their  expression  of  confidence  ia 
him,  said  that  by  the  assistance  of  the  Lord, 
he  would  endeavor  to  merit  a  continuance  of 
the  came.  He  then  presented  Elders  John  T. 
Caine  and  Sil.na  S.  Smith  as  his  counselors, 
who  upon  motion  were  unanimously  sustained. 

Prest.  Smith  in  a  few  remarks  stated  the  ob- 
ject of  the  Conference,  and  eet  forth  the  ar- 
rangement of  the  business,  and  called  upon  the 
Elders  to  take  an  active  part  in  the  same. 

Moved  and  seconded  that  we  uphold  and  sus- 
tain by  our  faith  and  prayers  President  Brig- 
ham  Young,  IE  C.  Kimball  and  J.  M.  Grant 
as  the  First  Presidency  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-Day  Saints,  in  all  the  world. 
Carried  unanimously. 

Moved  and  carried  that  we  also  sustain  the 
Quorum  of  the  Twelve  Apostles  and  all  other 
authorities  of  the  Church  in  the  laud  of  Zion, 
and  throughout  the  world. 

The  President  then  called  for  a  representa- 
tion of  the  Conferences  which  were  given  as 
follows:— 

Lar.ai  Covfcrcr.ce,  Elder  Silas  S.  Srmth,Prcs- 
Ldent,  stated  that  the  Saints  who  had  gathered 
to  this  place  continue  to  feel  well;  they  desire 
to  keep  the  commandments  of  the  Lord;  their 
faith  in  the  great  work  of  the  last  days  is  daily 
increasing,  which  is  manifested  very  clearly  by 
the  alacrity  with  which  they  obey  the  counsels 
of  those  who  are  set  over  them;  many  arc  de- 
sirous of  gathering  to  Zion  as  soon  as  the  way 
opens.  Fifty-five  have  gathered  here  since  last 
Conference  and  were,  as  :s  customary,  rc-bap- 
tized  into  the  Church.  Meetings  are  held  reff- 
ularly  three  times  on  Sundays,  and  from  three 
to  six  times  through  the  j.-cek,  all  of  which  are 
well  attended.  Bore  testimony  to  the  faithful- 
ness of  his  assistants,  Elders  W.  E.  Pack  and 
William  King. 

Maui    Confcrer.ce..-  -Elder     Joseph    Smith,- 
Prosident,  reports  the  Saints  generally  speaking 


the  minds  of  the  citizens;  and  daring  the  ship- 
ping season  many  of  those  "who  go  down  to 
the  sea  in  ships"  had  the  gospel  preached  to 
them,  which  in  the  future  may  not  be  entirely 
fruitless.  I  take  pleasure  in  testifying  to  the 
zeal  and  faithfulness  of  my  associates,  Elders 
Orson  K.  Whitney,  William  duff  and  John  A. 
West.  While  bro.  Whitney  and  myself  have 
been  engaged  with  the  secular  and  foreign  in- 
terests of  the  mission  in  Honolulu,  Ww  native 
saints  have  been  strengthened  and  built  up  by 
the  untiring  labors  of  Elders  Guff  aud  West,  i 
The  only  opposition  to  the  work  has  been'afew 
Anti-Mormon  sermons  by  the  Protestant  mis-  • 
sionaries, which  have  done  us  considerable  good ;  ■ 
for,  iu  endeavoring  to  expose  Mormonism,  they  -  ' 
exposed  their  own  folly  and  imposition,  which 
was  apparent,  even  to  the  prejudiced  minds  of 
their  own  church  members. 

Kauai  Conference. — Elder  George  Speirs, 
President,  On  our  arrival  in  this  Conference 
we  found  the  Saints  very  weak,  and  many  had 
turned  from  the  Church,  seveial  others  who 
were  reported  at  our  last  General  Conference  ' 
wc  have  been  unable  to  Cud,  so  that  the  statis- 
tical report  of  Kauai  will  show  a  considerable 
decrease  from  that  reported  to  the  last  Confer- 
ence. But  those  who  do  remain,  feel  well,  aud 
are  more  alive  to  the  work  than  they  ever  have 
been  before.  Docs  not  consider  the  decrease  iu 
numbers  as  any  detriment  to  the  causc^  for  , 
many  of  those  whose  names  were  on  the  rec" 
ord  were  unworthy  of  a  standing  in  the  Church;. 
believes  the  Oniifflrfiiice  will  thrive  now*  that  the 
dead  branches  are  lopped  off.  One  meeting 
house  has  been  built, and  the  meetings  arc  pret- 
ty well  attended.  Testified  to  the  faithful  la- 
bors of  his  associate,  Elder  S.  B.  Thurston. 

Molokai  Conference. — Elder  Eli  Bell,  Presi- 
dent, This  Conference  has  improved  much  these 
last  few  months,  when  I  first  went  there  .many 
of  the  Saints  were  cold;  but,  through  the  blcs-  • 
sing  of  the  Lord,  we  have  been  enabled  to  ere- . 
ate  a  fresh  interest  in  their  bosoms  towards  the 
principles  of  the  gospel,  and  many  arc  now  re- 
joicing in  the  same.  The  Conference  is  well 
supplied  with  meeting  houses;  meetings  are 
held  regularly  and  are  well  attended;  had  been 
much  assisted  by  Elder  F.  W.  Hurst  (formerly 
from  Australia)  who  had  proved  a  valuable  fel- 
low-laborer.

Elder  John  T.  Caine  called  tbo  attention  of 

the  conference  to  tlic  hit  nation  of  Elder  Silas  S. 
Smith;  said  it  bad  been  apparent  for  sometime, 
that  the  health  of  br.  Smith  was  fast  declining; 

did  not  believe  that  the  Lord  required  any  El- 
der to  remain  lure  at  tbe  sacrifice  of  his  health. 
The  authorities  in  Zion  had  plainly  instructed 
us  before  we  left  home,  tu  take  care  of  our  bod- 
ies, and  not  wear  them  out  on  one  mission; 
thought  that  the  climate  did  not  agree  with  br. 
Smith,  and  in  order  that  he  might  regain  his 
health  it.  would  be  necessary  for  him  to  seek  a 
more  congenial  clime;  shall  feel  sorry  to  part 
with  the  labors  and  counsels  of  br.  Silas  S. 
Smith,  but  wisdom  seems  tQ. dictate  that  his 
stay  on  these  lands  be  brief.     Should  therefore 

Motion,  That  in  consideration  of  the  fast  de- 
clining health  of  Elder  Silas  S.  Smith,  we  con- 
sider that  it  would  net  be  prudent  for  him  long" 
er  to  remain  on  these  bands.  We  therefore  feel 
to  release  him  from  further  duties  in  this  mis- 
sion, that  he  may  return  home  as  speedily  as 
possible.  lie  leaves  with  our  confidence  and 
respect;  he  has  been  faithful  in  the  discharge 
of  every  duty  entrusted  to  him,  and  he  has  our 
prayers  for  the  speedy  restoration  of  his  health, 
and  future  prosperity  in  the  Redeemer's  King- 
dom. 

After  many  expressions  —  by  the  Presi- 
dent and  Elders — of  sympathy  and  affection 
towards  br.  Smith,  coupled  with  regrets  at  be- 
ing so  soon  bereaved  of  his  society,  the  motion 
was  put  and  unanimously  carried.

other,  we  can  sit  and  counsel  upon  the  things 
pertaining  to  the  Kingdou  of  God,  and  not 
a  dissenting  voice  in  our  midst — all  peace^— all 
harmony — but  one  desire  animating  every 
breast,  the  rolling  forth  of  the  mighty  purposes 
of  Jehovah.

Elder  Caine  addressed  the  meeting  upon  the 
magnitude  of  the  work  in  which  \vc  arc  engaged, 
end  the  responsibility  of  cur  stations  as  Elders 
of  Israel. 

He  was  followed  by  Elder  Richards  and 
others,  who  testified  to  the  truth  of  what  they 
had  just  heard,  end  expressed  themselves  as  be- 
ing greatly  privileged  in  being  considered 
worthy  to  Gil  so  high  and  holy  calling. 

Pres.  Smith  mode  some  very  timely  and  in- 
structive concluding  remarks.  An  excellent 
spirit  prevailed. 


Monday,  April  7th. 

Conference  convened  at  10  a.  m.  Opened  by 
singing.  Prayer  by  Elder  John  T.  Caine. 
Singing. 

Elder  "Word  E.  Pack  made  a  report  relative 
to  the  English  school  at  that  place,  (Palawai, 
Lanai.)  After  considerable  exertion,  had  suc- 
ceeded in  building  a  suitable  house,  and  the 
school  was  commenced  in  February.  The  av- 
erage attendance  at  the  day  scnool  for  culklren 
was  twenty,  and  about  the  same  number  of 
adults  to  the  evening  school.  Most  of  the 
scholars  had  made  good  progress  for  the  time, 
and  quite  a  desire  was  manifested  to  acquire 
the  English  language.  On  motion  report  was 
accepted.

Elder  John  T.  Caine  reports,  that  agreeable 
to  appointment  he  had,  in  behalf  of  the  mis- 
sion, renewed  the  application  of  the  Minister 
of  Interior  for  the  necessary  license  to  permit 
the  Elders  of  this  mission  to  solemnize  mar- 
riages, a  privilege  of  which  we  have  been  de- 
prived for  two  years,  while  it  is  extended  to  all 
ether  ministers  irrespective  of  sect  or  party. 
The  Minister  of  Interior  refusing  to  do  any- 
thing in  the  matter,  through  the  politeness  of 
bis  P.  H.  Prince  Lot  Kamehamcha  our  appli- 
cation T?f;s  brought  before  the  King  in  Privy 
Council,  where  a  resolution  was  passed  iutruc- 
ting  the  Minister  of  Interior  net  to  grant  such 
license  to  the  Elders  of  our  Church,  assigning 
as  a  reason,  thot  we  "believe  and  tench  the  doc- 
trine of  Polygamy,  the  practice  of  which  is 
contrary  to  the  laws  of  this  Kingdom.'7  Ke- 
port accepted.  Some  business  of  a  local  na- 
ture was  then  disposed  of  when  conference  ad- 
journed for  one  hour.  S 
Elder  S.  E.  Johnson.

There  are  large  districts  in  this  Confer- 
ence where  the  gospel  lias  not  yet  been  preach- 
ed, and  although  frequently  called  upon  to  go 
there  and  preach,  we  could  nut  do  so,  and  at- 
tend to  our  other  duties.  Testified  to  the  zeal 
and  faithfulness  of  his  fellow  laborer  Elder.

Kohala  (Hawaii)  Conference. — Elder  Ed- 
ward Partridge,  President  This  Conference, 
like  that  of  llilo,  we  found  (upon  arriving  there 
from  our  last  general  Conference)  to  be  in  a 
somewhat  confused  state ;  but  at  present  the 
majority  of  the  Saints  feel  well,  and  are  in- 
creasing in  faith  and  good  works,  there  are  still, 
however,  some  careless  and  heedless  ones.

tion  to  the  Minister  of   the  Interior  for  the  necessary  license;  to 
permit  the  Elders   of   this   mission  to  solemnise  marriages,    a  pri- 
vilege which  had  been  denied   the  Elders   for    two   years,   while   it  was 
extended   to   all  other  ministers   irrespective   of  sect  or   party.      The 
Hfinister  of  the.  Interior   refused   to   do  anything  in  the  matter, 
but   through  the  politeness  of  Prince  Lot  Kamehameha,    the   petition 
was  brought  before   the  king   in  Privy  Council j   where  a  resolution 
was   passed   instructing  the  Minister  of  the   Inferior  not   to   grant 
such  license   to    the  Elders   of   the   "Mormon"    church,   assigning  as  a 
reason   that   they  believed  and   taught   the   doctrine  of   polygamy,    tte 
practise   of  which  v/as   contrary  to   the   lawaof   the  Hawaiian 
kingdom.

;  through  some  subterraneous  passage,  oveitlowing 
vast  fields  oi  the  surrounding  country,  laying  for- 
ests Waste  and  spreading  desol.ilion  in  all  direc- 
tions. It  is  but  a  few  months  since  the  Town  of 
Ililo  wa<  threatened  with  destruction  in  this  man- 
ner, and  perhaps  the  danger  is  not  yet  altogether 
p:.st.  The  Islands  are  not  entirely  surrounded 
with  coral  reefs,  aS  some  have  supposed,  hut  ves- 
sels can  approach  from  most  sides  and  find  an- 
chorage. 

The  Hand  ofJKauaj.  was  first  discovered  by 
QaiUi_Cook  in  the  month  of  January,  1778;  after 
slopping  a  short  time  at  KajiaiMie  sailed  to  the 
North  West  coast  of  Ajnerica,  without  discover- 
ing any  of  the  otiier  Islands  until  his  return  in 
November  of  the  same  year. 

Capt.  Cook  first  dropped  anchor  at  W.iriir.ea, 
Kauai;  the  next  morning  the  Natives  saw  tlie 
ship  and  asked  each  other  what  that  great  thing, 
w.is  with  so  many  branches  or  limbs,  meaning  the 
masis  and  spars.  Some  said  it  was  a  forest  moved 
into  the  sea,  but  not  being  satisfied  in  regard  to  the 
matter,  told  tome,to  get  out  to  the  ship  and  see 
what  it  actually  was.  Some  warriors  went  to  the 
vessel,  returned  an,d  reported  wilh  joy  that  the 
'•Island'*  was  lull  of  iron,  an  article  greatly  prized 
at  tiiat  time,  as  some  had  previously  floated  ashore

TfieyTiad  or.e  sou  catted  VVTTkea^  also 
KukalaniehuandKahakauakoko,  of  whom  a  daugh- 
ter was  bor:i  by  [lie  hama"oI  Papx     This  Wakea 
and   Pa[>a_are  the  progenitors  of  tlie   Hawaii, ms/ 
Many  marvelous  tilings  are  told  of  them ;  Papa  is 
I  said  to  be  the  real  mother  of  these    Islands  and  of 
I  the  Kulo.     It   will  be  seen    that   wickedness  was 
i  the  first  Tiling  in.  the  minds  of  the  people,  for  afler  I 
j  a\i  hile  Wakea  saw  his  daughter  that  she  was  fair, ' 
i  so  he  lustedTor  her,  and  co/inived    with  aid  of  his  i 
I  priest  to  commit  incest  with  her  which  he  accoin- 
I  plished;  hut    Fiipa  detected  him  and  a  Quarrel  en- 
j  sued,  when  he  spit  in  his  wife's  face  and  divorced 
her."     He  then  rapu'ed,  or  tabooed,   tho  females 
from  eating  swine  and  several  kinds  of  fruit  and 
fish,  which  were  always  observed  until  idolatry 
was  abolished. 

Tradition  gives  accounts   of  famines  and  pesti- 
lences which  visited  the  people  in  old  times,,  and 
more  than  once   came    near    exterminating  the 
race.     They  say  that  "wise  men  always  prec.  di-d 
these  calamities  and  warned  the    people  of  what 
was  coming,  and  to  turn  away   from  their  sins." 
They  had  many  ideas  handed  down,  uot  unlike 
I  accounts  in  the  old  Bible,  such  as  Joseph's  being 
'  sold  by  liis  brethren,  J o:\ah.s wallowed  bv  a  whale, 
|  the  sun  made  to  stand  still  by  Joshua,  (to  give  a 
I  chiefs  wife  time  to  finish  her  \vork)  also  the  flood 
I  which  swpt  off  all  of  the  Nation  except  two,  iu- 
|  stead  of  eight. 

I  am  doing  the  best  that  I  can,  and  intend  to 
keep  domg.  I  have,  however,  many  things  lo 
contend  With  that  are  disagreeable  in  the  extreme 
and  hard  fur  a  boy  to  grapple  with,  but  the  Lord 
\  has  thus  far  been  my  supporter  mid  shield. 

You  wiil  doubtless  learn,  ere  this  reaches  you, 
of  my  being  called  to  the  Presidency  of  the  Mol- 
okai conference.

rated  det<  1 1  ligations  to  roll  on  the  great 
work  until  all  shall  have  heard  the  sound 
thereof.     Our  bowels  yearn  over  the  situ- 
I  ation  of  this  poor  down-trodden  race,  and 
I  we  Icng  to  see  them  restored  to  the  en- 
joyment 01  the  blessings  and  privileges  of 
their  father  ^a.cob,  for  that  they  are  de- 
scenders of  that  chosen  seed,  there  can 
|  exist  little  doubt. 

As  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  ascertain, 
since  the  return  of  the  Elders  to  the  dif- 
I  ferent  Conferences,  the  Churches  are  gene- 
1  rally  in  a  healthy  condition.     The  Saints 
on   this  island,  and   more  particularly  in 
'  this  city,  fed   well ;  and  are  as  faithful 
t  a  people  as  could  perhaps  be  found  any- 
where under  the  same  circumstances,  but 
■  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  these  latter  are  of 
I  the   most   baneful   nature,  calculated   to 
i  test  severely  a  firmer  dispo.sitioned  people 
than  the  poor  ignorant  Hawaiians.     In 
!  consideration  of  these  evils,  we  shall,  from 
this   time,   make   more    strenuous    exer- 
tions to  gather  the  Saints  together  to  the 


place  of  temporary  gathering  on  the  Is- 
land of  .L.mai,  where  they  can  be  separate 
from  many  01 'the  corruptions  which  now 
s;  -round  them. 

.d'leh  of  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  was

deed a  rich  repast  to  our  somewhat 
wearied  spirits,  and  we  feel  much  strength-

six  months' campaign  against  error  and 
the  kingdom  of  darkness.     ]Uit  as  I  pcr- 

|  ceive  by  a  letter,  which  jour  brother 
IT. inv  P.  has  forwarded  to  me  to  nail, 
that  he  has  written  to  you,  I  presume 
lie  has  given  you  all  particulars,  which  no 
doubt  will  be  more  interesting  than  any- 
thing which  I  who  am  a  stranger  to  you 
could  write.  I  will  therefore  close  by 
in  siring  a  kind  remembrance  to  the  Utah 
Elders  on  your  mis-ion,  as  also  an  in- 
terest in  all  your  prayers  for  our  pros- 

'  perity,  assuring  you  that  you  are  always 

I  remembered  by  the  Elders  of  this  mission.

We  were  liiueh  pleased  in  meeting  eight  Elders  at 
our  Conference  who  have  come  to  assist  uj  in  our 
labors  among  this  people.  1  think  they  will  obtain 
a  speedy  knowledge  01"  the  language,  for  they  appear 
to  be  very  anxious  to  be  doing  the  work  which  they 
were  sent  to  do.  I  think  they  are  the  right  kind  of 
men  to  fulfil  a  mission  on  these  lands,  being  young 
and  rugged,  easily  adapting  themselves  to  almost 
any  kind  of  fare.  * 

As  you  will  see  by  the  statistical  report  of  this  Con- 
ference, there  appears  to  he  a  slight  decrease  innum* 
hersaltho'  there  are  numbers  being  added  continu-

knew   them,  yet  there  are  a  great  many  who  appear 
very  indifferent,  and  no  doubt  arc  unworthy  a  stand- 
ing in  the  Cburch.

There  has  been  more  talk  ahout  the  Mormons  and 
Mormonism  in  this  place  the  last  few  days  than  I 
have  heard  for  some  time.  It  has  hecn  occasioned 
by  cur  once  respect  d  I  rothei  John  Hyde,  who  upon 
reaching  these  islands  renounced  M<  rmonism,  wrote 
apiece  for  the  Polynesian,  and  this  evening,  "by  re- 
quest of  several  of  the  most  hitter  opposcrs  of  Mor- 
monism, delivered  a  lecture  in  the  Bethel  before  a 
full  house,  giving  his  reasons  for  taking  the  course 
that  he  has.  It  was  a  rich  feast  for  the  clergy  and  ' 
all  those  who  are  hitter  against  the  Latter-Day 
Saints.  Tin  y  no  doubt  think  they  have  achieved  a 
great  victory  over  the  "poor  Mormons,"  and  conse- 
quently will  have  but  little  more  to  apprehend  from 
that  quarter.  I  presume  they  have  an  idea  that  all 
there  now  remain,  for  US  to  do  is  to  pick  up  and 
leave  the  islands;  ;;till  they  should  ha.ee  known  us 
hotter  than  to  think  that  we  would  be  seared  by  the 
pusillanimous  railings  of  an  apostate  Mormon.  I  be- 
lieve this  class  of  incn  are  the  greatest  enemies  that 
we  have.  If  it  were  a  new  thing,  perhaps  it  would 
be  different;  but  it  is  too  stale  and  devoid  of  truth  to 
engage  our  serious  attention. 

V\re  know  in  whom  we  trust;  we  do  not  place  our 
entire  confidence  in  erring  man's  abilities;  but  lean 
upon  the  arm  of  One  whom  we  know  is  abundantly 
able  to  confound  all  men  who  may  rise  up  against 
His  work.

Emerson,  a  dry  reed,  and  many  of  the  Kanakas  '  ent  to  sleep.  /It  the 
close,  Elder  John  R  Smith  asked  permission  to  reply,  and  after  soma 
discussion  was  given  permission,  put  requested  to  speak  in  English 
and  let  Mr.  Emersen  interpret  to  the  Kanakas.  This  he  refused  to  d o 
feeling  that  the  white  people  had  better  opportunities  of  having 
such  questions  answered  than  the  natives  did,  end  therefore  spoke 
to  them  in  their  native  tongue.  He  said,  in  substance  that  as  , 
according  to  the  Bible,  woman  was  made  from  a  rib  taken  from  the 
side  of  Adam,  if  God  had  taken  twelve  ribs,  instead  of  one,  Adam 
would  have  been  a  weak  reed  for  so  many  women  to  lean  upon! 

i  ith  regard  to  Mr.  Hyde  having  converted  thousands  of  the 

French  people  to  the  Mormon  faith,  Elder  Ssa33J3i  said,  he  had  never 

known  that  thousands  of  the  French  people  had  been  converted  to  th 

The  elders 
Mormon  faith./     had  met  with  but  poor  success  generally,  in  fact" 

were  obliged  to  leave  France  to  avoid  arrest.   But,  he  said,  gran- 
ting for  argument's  sake,  that  Mr.  Hyde  converted  thousands  of  them 
In  the  next  breath  ho  tells  you  that  he  has  awakened  as  from  a 
dream,  to  find  that  Mormonism  is  false.

FROM  THE  SANUWH  13  ISLANDS. 
From  our  Cbrrewondentt 

IIonou  t.r,  Oahu,  II.  I.,  Nov.  6th.  '50. 
Brother  Cannon, 

Dear  Sin:  As  the  I'  '  is  intending  to  sail  to 
morrow,  I  thought  1  would  drop  a  few  linos  and  send 
by  brother  rturet,  who  expects  to  go  to  tlje  coast  on 
her.  Brother  H.  is  from  Australia— came  here  with 
the  company  under  Elder  Burr  Frost,  and  has  been 
laboring  in  this  mission  ncarlj  ever  since,  and  I  be- 
llevc  has  been  a  faithful  advocate  of  the  principles  of 
tliis  Church,  which  are  the  principles  of  righteous- 
ness unto  salv&tfc  n. 

At  our  last  Conference  Elder  Hurst  was  released, 
together  with  Elders  0.  K.  Whitney  and  W.  B.  Rog- 
ers, with  liberty  to  proceed  to  Zion  as  soon  as  they 
could  make  the  necessary  arrangements.  At  last  ac- 
counts Elder  Rogers  was  at  Lahaina  with  no  prospect 
of  getting  to  the  coast,  but  doubtless  the  way  will 
open  sooner  or  later.  * 

The  affairs  of  the  Church  remain  about  as  usual;  1 
have  not  been  able  to  perceive  that  John  Hyde  has 
done  any  injury  to  Mofmouism,  altho'  I  will  give  him 
credit  for  doing  all  he  could  in  the  way  of  lying  and 
slandering  us  as  a  people,  and  trying  to  make  our 
doctrines,  or  the  doctrines  which  we  .have  embraced; 
appear  in  an  unfavorable  light  to  the  public  in  gen- 
eral on  these  Islands.  He  was  not  content  to  deceive 
the  foreign  part  of  the  community,  but  he  must  also 
deliver  a  lecture  to  the  natives,  which  was  interpre- 
ted to  them  verbatim  by  Mr.  Smith,  a  Calvinist min- 
ister. At  first,  Hyde  took  well  among  some*of  the 
leading  .nc.n  of  this  place,  .-imply  because  he  had 
aj  i  itixed  from  the  Mormon  faith,  and  could,  there- 
fore he  used,  they  thought,  as  a  club  to  heat  the 
Mormons  with,  and  also  to  convince  every  one  else 
that  what  is  termed  Moi'monism  is  all  an  abominable 


d-  eeption.only  calculated  to  consummate  the  degrada- 
tion and  ruin  of  all  its  deluded  believers.  This  a  great 
many  <  f  them  were  prepared  to  believe  hi  f<  rehand, 
and  were  glad  of  a  pretext  to  marshal  their  forces 
and  annihilate  at  one  fell  stroke,  all  that  existed  of 
Mormonism  '>n  these  Islands,  and  truly  thereby  in- 
fli<  t  a  wound  in  the  main  body  that  it  would  take  a 
long  tjmi  I  i  rceovev  from.  But  disinterested  persons 
could  see  at  a  glance  the  inconsistency  of  his  whole 
course  of  conduct;.  EVC,I  shorjld  they  believe  his 
stab  nicnts  (w  Inch  T  do  not  belicv  e  one  out  of  ten  ever 
didl  they  cbuld  only  form  an  exalted  opinion  of  the 
people;  ii  is,  however,  impossible  to  give  credence  to 
a  tale  which  contradicts  itself  In  his  exposition  and 
refutation  of  Polygamy,  he  appeared  to  teel  n  holy 
horror  at  the  misery  and  wretchedness  which  the  old 
Patriarchs  umeiicly  created  in  their  own  families' by 
the  practice  of  of  such  an  "abominable  doctrine."  It 
would  be  useless  f<>r  me  to  attempt  to  give  an  idea  of 
the  «  ref<  bed  beings  that  Mr.  Hyde  made  out  Abra- 
ham. Jacob  and  others  to  be;  he  did  nut  envy  them 
their  happiness,  he  said,  nor  yet  their  families.  To 
sum  it  all  up,  by  using  a  familiar  phrase,  1  think  the 
last  evening  that  he  lectured,  he  "  run  the  thing  in 
the  ground;  "  some  of  bis  best  friends  were  disgusted 
with  him,  at  least  they  say  so. 

I  understand  he  intends  to  return  to  San  Frartc-isco, 
whi(  h  if  he  does,  perhaps  you  may  learn  the  state  of 
his  mind  from  his  own  month. 

It  i<  dull  times  here  as  usual,  altho'  the  shipping 
has  come  in  pretty  freely  for  a  few  days  past,  and 
consequently  there  begins  to  be  a  prospect  of  better 
times,  yet  I  think  some  of  the  leading  business  men 
will  have  a  pretty  close  time,  unless  there  is  a  great 
change  for  the  hetler.  fittt  hard  times  arc  what  we 
are  expecting  to  come  upon  the  earth  until  the 
prophecii  s  shall  be  fulfilled,  in  the  destruction  of  the 
wicked.

Hokolvlv,  Oaliu,  March  8th,  1807. 
Tmo.    Cannon- Dear  Sir:     It  always  affords   me 
a  degree  of  pleasure  to  communicate  with  my  breth- 
ren and  Fellow  laborer*  in  Zion's  cause,  and  of  im 
parting  such  information   n   peeting  the  spread  of 
truth  and  the  permanent  establishment  of  the  King- 
dom ot  Righteousness  as  maj  come  under  iny  obser- 
vation from  time  to  time.     Having  enlisted  in  the 
cause  with  a  determination  to  stand   b)    Lhc"old 
Bhip  of  Zion,"  through  projpi  rity  and  adv<  rsity,  and 
contend  with  her  enemies  until  the  war  is  brought 
to  a  happy  conclusion  by   the  triumph  of  truth  aud 
holiness  and  the  downfal  of  Babylon  with  her  train 
of  sacerdotal  priests,  hypocrites,  adulterers,  etc.,  I 
feel  it  a  duty  incumbent  upon  ine   (as  well  as  every 
individual  who  desires  the  welfare  of  God's  kingdom) 
£0  embrace  every  favorable  opportunity  that  presents 
itself  for  the  spread  of  intelligence  of  any  kind  that 
may  be  beneficial  to  the  cause  or  interesting  to  its 
well-wishers.     I  may  not  be  able  to  give  such  flatter- 
ing accounts  of  the  unprecedented  success  attending 
the  labors  of   the  Elders  of   the   Sandwich    Islands' 
Mission  as  are  received  from  other  parts  of  the  world 
where  the  servants  of  the  Lord  have  been  called   to 
labor,    yet  were  it  proper,  I  could   possibly    record  j 
some  of  the  scenes  through  which  the   Elders  upon  ! 
these  Islands  have  to  pass  in  travelling  over  the  bar-  i 
ren  and  desolate  portions  of  the  same,  with  blistered  I 
feet,  and    faint  bodies  for  the  want  of  that  nourish-  ' 
meut  which  nature  requires,  in  order  to  preach  the 
gospel  (o  this  people  and  save  them  from  their  sins,  i 
If  this  were  all,  if  the  people  would  but  appreciate 
the  blessings  that  are  brought  within  their  reach  and' 


offered  to  them  without  money  and  without  price, 
and,  as  it  were,  urged  upon  them,  and  would  endea- 
vor to  profit  by  the  counsel  and  teachings  of  those 
who  have  the  proper  authority  to  teach  them  the  way 
to  gain  their  own  salvation-  the  toil,  the  hunger, 
thirst,  sore  feet,  etc.,  would  be  nothing  in  comparison 
to  the  joy  of  seeing  the  goi  1  resulting  therefrom. 

We  read  that  Jesus  descended  below  all  things, 
that  he  might  ascend  above  all  things.  Now,  I  do! 
not  want  to  boast, 'but  really  I  to  think  that  iu  order  ' 
for  au  Elder  to  fulfill  a  mission  on  these  Islands 
among  the  natives,  he  comes  BO  near  descending  be- 
low all  things  that  the  difference  is  scarcely  perceiv- 
able; but  in  this  we  rejoice,  knowing  that  in  propor- 
tion to  what  we  suffer  in  the  cause  of  Cod  will  be  our 
reward  in  the  day  of  reckoning. 

I  do  believe  that  the  brethren  who  are  laboring  in 
this  mission  have  labored,  and  are  laboring  faithfully, 
for  the  exaltation  of  the  native  saints.  How  much 
good  has  or  will  result  from  their  exertions,  I  am  not ! 
prepared  to  express,  my  opinion  at  present.  It  seems 
as  though  the  devil,  his  emissaries  on  the  earth,  and  j 
all  hell  combined,  bed  done  all  they  could  to  impede 
the  progress  of  the  work  upon  the  Islands.  Many 
have  turned  back  to  the  pit  whence  they  were  dug, 
while  others  have,  like  Lot's  wife,  merely  looked 
back,  and  if  they  have  not  become  pillars  of  salt,  they 
have  become  stationary,  standing,  as  they  say,  ma- 
waena,  neither  the  one  thing  nor  the  other,  but  sim- 
ply waiting  with  anxiety  to  see  what  is  going  to  take 
place  next. 

As  it  is  late  in  the  evening  I  will  close,  praying 
God,  the  Eternal  Father  to  prosper  you  in  ycur  labors 
together  with  those  connected  with  you.

The  conference   commenced  on  April  7,   1857  at  10  a.    m.   and

Elder   Si  las   Smith  v?as   sustained  as   president  of    the  mission  with 
Henry  P.   Richards  and  Edward  Partridgs  as  Counselors.    The   general 
authorities   of   the  Church  were  also   sustai  ned,  after  which  Elders 
Richards  and  Pack  addressed    the  confcience.

Youngione   of   the   party. writes:    "On  May  27,   1857,   in    company  with     ■ 
■plders  Partridge,   Cluff  and  Rose,   I    visited   the   extinct  crater  of 
Eale         La«  Its  crest  is   la, 000   ft.    above   sea  level.  Bro .Kaleohano, 
with   a  pack   horse*    accompanied  us   as  guide.  For  commissary, he   had  a 

calabash  of   poi    and  a  string    of  red  peppers.   The   ascent  was   steep 
the   soil  rich   and  vegetation  rank  and  beautiful. 

An  hour's  walk  brought  us   to   the  cloud  belt,    after  which  we 
were   enveloped  in  vapor,    thick,    cold   and  chilly.  At   5  p.   ra. 
we   arrived   at  the  big  cave,   within   a  mile   of   the    summit.   Here  we 
camped  for  the  night. 

As   I   stood  upon   a  high   cliff  and  gazdd   upon  an   endless  ocean  of 
white   clouds.  1000  ft.   below  me*    I   thought  I    had  a  visionof   the 
Christian's  heaven,    which,    they  say,    lies    "beyond  the  bounds   of   time 
and   space."        Such   a  heaven  would  not   suit  me.   The   scene , strange 
and   sublime   though    it  was    ,  brought  no   joy,    -rather   a  feeling   of 
unrest,    mystery,    and  doubt,    and  I   felt/relieved,   when   the   sun 
sank  below  the  horizon,    for   then  the  clouds    settled  dorm,    and 
gave  me   a  pleasing,   view  of  we&t  Maui,    and  the  Islands   Lailai, 
I-Iolckai   and  Oahu  . 

\7e   arose   early  the   next  morning,    having  passed   a  sleepless 


night..      The   air  was  danH  and  cold,   the   mountain  being   swathed 
m     heavy  clouds. Cur  pack  horse  was  gone. fortunately  for  us,    a 
strong  wind   sprang  up,    and   soon  we  had   a  clear  viewr  of  MaunaKea 
on  Hawaii,    rearing   its   snow- crowned  erect  19000  ft. above   the   sea. 

There   are  9   pots,    or  etre^  chemneys   to   this    ancient  crater*.      '^^^, 
\T.Te  descended   into   one    of  them,    and   having   spent  half   a  day  in 


explorations,    returned   tired  and  hungry  to   the   cave  where  we 
rested  until  Kaleohano  broiled   a  bsard  that  he   had  snared.   Tor  our 
ravenous   appetites  it  proved   only  a  morsel.  On  cur  way  down   the 
mountain,    a  rainstorm  completely  drenched   us,    and  we  were  glad   to 
reach    our  guide's  hospitable     heme  and  enjoy  the  rich   treat  of 
standing  before   a  cheerful  fire  while   our  wet  garments  dried.

Th^t  night   Elder  Cluff   slept  with  me.   Toward  morning  I    had 
a  curious  dream.  A  person  came   to   me  ft,  and  taught  me   sever--.l 
trades,   At   last  he   said   there   was   one   moretrade   that  I    should   learn, 
shoe  making.    "Suppose  you  have   a  pair   of  shoes   that  are   too    long.

One  day  it  was   raining  hard,    arid  the  oreeks  soon  became   swollen. 
On   coming  to   a  large   stream,wa  were  confronted     with  the   awkward 
fact  that  3rc  .JTaylor  could  not   swim*  ITsar  by,   however,    stood  a 
Catholic    village yand  I   went  fro. p.  house   to  house,  beseeching  the 
people   to  let  us    stay  until  the  water  went    down.

Coming  back  to   our   outfit,    X  took   cur  hats  ,c oats   and  shoes, 
and  tying  them  firmly  to   the   saddle, fastened  one  end  of   my  stake- 
rope    around   -Sie  mule's   neck;    then  going  up   stream  the   length  of  the 
rope,  I   plunged  in   and   swam  across.  Bro  JJ  ay  lor  held  to   the  mule's 
tail  with  both  hands,  while  ($      pulled  both  mule   and  missionary  through 
the   rufthing  flood  ,  much    to   the   amusement  of   a  hundred  people  who  had 
come   to   see   us  make   the  dangerous  passage. 

Bro.  Haylor  had  on   a  pair   of  white   linen  pants,   which  had  too   Ion,-; 
done   good  service.   As  we  walked  on  in   cur  wet  clothes,   I   noticed  that" 
his   trousers  were  bursting  in  strips.   They  scon  looked  like   a 
bi -furcated  dish-rag,    and  taking  them  off,   he  threw  them  away.  For 
CJ-    the  next  week  we   had  but  one  pair   of  pants  between  us.

Wlv  n  I  had 
studied  three  and  a  hall  months  I  began  tj  speak 
in  meetings  and  pray  iij  the  Hawaiian  tot  3110.  and 
!  bave  continued  .'0  to  do  at  every  opportunity  up 
(o  the  pn  sent  time. 

At  our  last  conference,  April  f>,  1,^57,  I  was  ap- 
pointed to  labor  upon   this   island,    ( Hjwai])  in 
company  with  E!d£i&_Bj  II,  WfigJ  rid  Bcpjjn.  and 
thus  far  my  time  has  been  very  differently  occu-  j 
pied  to  what  it  was  during  the  previous  six  months. 

Since  the  date  of  my  arrival  upon  this  i-!and, 
April  13,  I  have  (raveled  on  foot,  with  ;ny  knap- 
sack upon  roy  back,  between  five  and  six  bundled  | 
111 'Irs  and  that,  too,  over  a  very  rough  country, 
being  composed,  a  food  portion  of  the  way,  of 
successive  mass's  of  rough,  broken  lava  teds, 
which  have  been  thrown  up  by  volcanic  eruption. 
This  was  very  injurious  to   both  shoi  3  and   feet.

President  Johnson... We  were  instructed  to  get  the  spirit  of  reformation  and 
then  teach  it  to  the  Saints.  After  fasting  and  praying  "before  the  Lord,  we 
catechised  each  other,  then  vent  into  the  water  and  were  re-baptized  for  the 
remission  of  our  sins;  then  we  went  forth  and  taught  it  to  the  people,  baptiz- 
ing all  who  manifested  a  meek  and  contrite  spirit.   We  received  instructions 
from  President  Brigham  Young  to  come  home.  This  was  joyful  news  to  me,  and

As   an  iilustr   tic  i   of   the  trials   and  hardships   some   of  the 
missionaries  in  Hawaii  had   to   encounter   and  how  they,  after  being 
released  had  to   struggle  for  means   to  pay  their  passage  home, 
we  quote   the  folloY/ing  from  Elder  John  R .Young's  journal: 

"At  this  time    the  papers  from  the  United  States  were 
full  of  boastful  predictions   as   to  vjhat  the   government  was   about  to 
do  with  the  Mormons   of  Utah. 

During   the  preceding   three  months   the  Elders  who  came   in  1854 
had  "been   released,    a  few  at  a  time;    and   as   fast   as  they  had  been 
able   to  get  means,    they  had  quietly  sailed  for  home.  On  the  4th    of 
October,   1857   after  having   labored  three  years,    I    also  was  released. 
Accordingly,  as   scon  as   conference  was   over,    I    crossed  the   channel  in 
a  whale  boat   to  Molokai •  I   had  not  a  cent  in  my  pocket  and  was  poorly 
clothed.   I   worked  onf.ao.ni5i  for  Mr  .Meyers,    a  German. whose  acquaintance 
I   had  made  while   presiding  over  the  Molokai   conference.  Por  this 
service   I   received  ^20.      I    next   sold  my  gold  pen  and   seme  books  for 
five  dollars   and   then   returned  in   a  whale  boat   to  Lahavana.   Of   this, 
my  last  sea  voyage   in   a  whale  boat  my  journal  says: 

Friday, Nor*  7,   1357,    at  midnight,   I    set  sail  in  Makapoos"  whale 
boat.   The   moon  shone  brightly, throwing  her  soft  mellow  light   over  the 
surface   of  the   great  deep.  Hot   a  breath  of  air  was   stirring;      the  sea 
was  calm  and  smooth;    and  we   sped  swiftly  on,    propelled  by  four   stout 
oarsmen.  Presently  I   lay  down   to   sleep.     Sweet  dreams  visited  me.    I 
forgot  for  a  time    that   I   was   a   stranger  enl  a   Strang  eland,    or  rather 
an  inexperienced  youth  dwelling  with  a  benighted  branch  of  Israel, 
and  trying   to   teach   them,  the   Gospel   of  Salvation. 

We   reached  Lahaina   at   sunrise,   but  as   there  was  no  wharf,   I  had 
to  be   carried  aL'hore.   A  brawny  Kanaka  undertook  the    job;  but   stumbled 
headlong,   giving  us  both   a  thoroughducking.  As  I  walked  along  the

public   thoroughfare  I   met  several  half-clad  prostitues   returning  to

their  homes   from  the   dens   of  vice   tliat  befoul   this   fair  city   of  palm 


trses . 

Presently  I    turned   aside   to   a   little  grass  hut,    10  X  12  in  size 

and   surrounded  by  numerous  sheds. Here  I  was  greeted  by  Elders   A 'Ui.  Smith 


and  ym.Haylor,    two   faithful  Mormon  boys*  Bro .Smith   was  laid  up  with  a 
broken  arm.  For  one   month  these  brethren   had  lived  in  this  unwholesome 
place,    with  none    to  pity,    or  administer  unto   them, except  Bro.Kalua, 
who   lived  from  hand   to  mouth  by  fishing.

I  went   out,  and  bought    25^  ■;  rth  of  fish   and  this  addition  rave   us  an 
enjoyable  meal.  I   next  paid  Alma*s  doctor  bill  of  0-C  which  left  me 
$5  to  go  home  with. 

On  ITov.    5th,    Elder  WnuW.Ciuff   arrived  from  WaialUku.   He,    like 
myself,   was  hunting  work  in  order  to  get  money  with  v4iich  to 
return  home.  Bro  .Smith's   arm  having  got  strong  enough   so   that  he 
could   travel. he  and  Bro.Uaylor   started  for  Wailuku,    a  40  miles 
walk  ever   a  waterless  mountain. 

I  wrote   as  follows   to  my  brother  *Jho  ttas   laboring  bn  Hawaii. 

"Dear  Br o. Franklin  W.lXt  has  been   a  long   time   since    I   received 
a  line   from  you.  I    presume   your   letter  have   not  reached  me,    as    I  have 
been   shifting   from  place   to   place  for   the   last   twe   months. 

I  came  to  Lahaina  last  Saturday  with  intention  of  going  to  Hawaii 
to   see  you;   but  no   opportunity  has  been  offered,    and  I    am   compelled 
to  go  home  without   seeing  you.   I   have   only  $5  Ttritii  which   to  go, 
hence  I    cannot  run  around  much;    but  my  heart  yearns   to   see  you  .The 
thoughrbf  going  home  withoutsaying  farewell  is    painful.  If  I 
should  see   you  for   one  day,    then  I    could  return  to  our   loved    ones, 
rejoicing . 

"As   it  is,   I    go , pure   and  uncontamin&ted  from  the  evils   of 
the  world.  I    love   those  with  whom  I  have  been   associated 
while  on  this  mission;   both  those  who  have  returned  and  who   are    about 
to  return  to   our  war  threatened  vales,   and  my  heart  is  no   less  warm 
to   those  whose  duty  it   is   to  tarry  in  the  mission  field.     I   pray  God 
to  bless   them,    and    to   bless  ycu,  my  brother.

The  night   of  Nov.    10th  'was  dark  and    stormy.  I    heard  the 
captain  of  the/f Maria  bay  he  would  not  unfurl   canvas^ for  §500;   but 
the   captain   of  the^Moi  was  more  venturesome'.  Desirous   of 
obtaining   a  c  .rgo  that  had  been  promised   to   the  Maria, he   sailed 
immediately  for  Honolulu.

At  neon  we 
ho]je    in   sight   of   the  golden   Gate,    and  soon   sailed  into   the 
beautiful  b&y  of  Frisco  . 

But   now  xSne  wind  died,  aiid  we  were   left  without   a  breath  of 
air.    The   sailors  Whistled,  but  the   sails   flapped   lazil/y  and  the 
ship  moved  not.      The  da}r  slipped  away,    the  moon  arose  in  all 
its  splendor,    the  night   was  beautiful   and   ihere   lay  the  city 
with  her  thousand  sparkling  lamps.  Oh, how  I    longed  to  be   on   shore, 
to   treats  American  soil   once   more,    to   walk  on  my  native   land,    the 
land  of  my  fathers,    where   I   should  be   glad   to  dwell  in  peace."

May 
contentions   arise   among   them  and  union   be   far  from   them,    until  they 
turn  to   righteousness   and  abide  by  the   Constitution   which  Thou 
didst  give  by  inspiration   to   our  fathers.    I   ask  it  in  the

previous     advices.   I   was   pleased   to   lear|jthat  so   many  of   the  Elders 

had  already   sailed  and  were  about   to   sail  for  hone,   and  that   your 

indebtedness  was   so   small.        You  are  all,   without  regard  as   to  when 

you  were    sent,      counseled   to    start  for  hone  as^Weedily  as  you   can 
wind  up  your  affciirs      and  obtain  passage  money,    not  even   leaving 
in  that  mission  one  wilder  who  has  been   sent    there, unless  you   shfould 
deem  it  wisdom   to    do    so.        Try  to   inform  Bro.   Alvarus   Hanks  and   the 
Elders  in  Australia  and  those  regions   that   they  are  all  recalled. 
Our   enemies  have  gone   into  Winter  Quarters  at   the   ruins   of_fft« 

Bridger  and  Et.   Supply   (which     were  vacated  and  burned  up  last  fall) 

and  we  are    taking  active  measures   to  be    in  readiness  for  any  move- 
ments  they  may  choose    to  make  when  spring  opens.      In  this  mat  ter 
the  people  are   very  ppir it ed^and  unanimous,    thoroughly  understanding 
that    the  present  administration  ha 3     at   length  openly  come  out  and

A  general   conference   of   the  Hawaiian  Mission 
a  held  in  Honolulu,   Blder  Henry  W.   Bigler  presiding.  On  this 
OQO&QiCtt   fcJlS  general  authorities   of    the    Church  were  sustained, 
Henry  Y/ .    Bijgler  was  also    sustained  as   president  of    the  Hawaiian

i    \  .on,   with  John  3.   V{oo.d.bury  as  his  counselor;     ,  •   France 

uho  acted  as   clerk  of    the  conference,    read  befoce    the   conference 
the  letter   received  from  President  Joun&f directing   the  affairs 

of    the  mission  to  be  brought   to  a  close,   after  which  the  Elders 
were   called  upon   to   give   their  reports   of   the  various   conferences 
which   they  did  as   follows: 

The  Lawai      conference  wa3   represented  by  Elder  Alma  L.    Smith. 
In   that   conference   there   were   6   Priests,    10   Teachers,    7  Deacons, 
and  a   total  membership  of   156 J    103  baptisris,   2   excommunicat/sions 
and  3   deaths  were    reported.    The   saints    on  La/lai   were,   with  but 
few  exceptions,    fully  alive    to    their  duties  and  formed  a  bright 

contrast   to   the  general  character  of   the   nativTe   saints  on   the  o  lifter 
islands,    although  poor  in  wordly  goods.      Without  any  solicitation  on 
his  part   they  had  presented  Bro .   Smith  with  $  29.    50   on  his   depar- 
ture. 

Maui   conference  was   reported  by  Elders  Willi^asd- 
France  with  30  Elders,    55   Priests,      65    Teachers,    62  Deacons  and  a 
total  membership  of   1170.    There  were   some   lively  branches  and  many 
active  Elders  on  Maui,    but   the  majority  of   the  members  were  fcather 

backwaro.  and  indifferent    to    their   privileges .as   Saint3.    The   Utah 
Elders   had  of    late    done   but  little   preaching  among   the   Sairi&3, 
having  been  chiefly  employed   in  working  out   the  misssion  debt  and 
earning  passage  money. 

The  Hi lo    conference  was   represented  by  Elder  John, Brown, 

who  reported   5  Blders ,    3  Priests,    5   Teachers,    7  Deacons,    and  a 
total  membership  of  229,   He  also   reported  2  baptized,    50   rebapti.zed 
8   excommunicated,    2  died,    35   scattered  members  and   95  unknown. 
There  wore   only  a  few  Saints  in   that  conference   in  good   standing. 

The  Koi'iala   conference   represented  by  Elder  7UW(K  VX        a.    Rose. 
Here    there  were    5  Elders,    15   priests.    33   Teachers,   21  Deacons  and 

a   total  membership  of  502;    72   re -baptisms,      3  baptises ,    and  1   death, 
were  also    reported.  The   conference  was   in  a   low  state;   at  a 

local  conference   recently^  held  at  VfajLpio,    '         kua    .11  strict,   only 
20  attended.    The   Elders  would  have   exooinmnicated*several,    had    the 
branch  presidents  been   present   to  Report.

ry,   with  15  Sldera,   21  Priests,    13  Teachers,    10  Deacons, 
total  membership  57b,  Elder  Kou  had  made  a  tour   of    the  island, 
bit  was    unable   to  hold  any  meetings  in  consequence  of    the  apathy 
of    the   saints;    they  manifesed  indifference    to  that  which 
pertained   to    their  spiritual  welfare.    The   branches   in  Honolulu 
and  vicinity  were    in  a  more   lively  condition. 

Elder  Woodbury  also    reported  Kauai     conference  with  a  mem- 
bership  of   576,  including   10  Elders,    20  Priests,    IS   Teachers      and 
28  Deacons*    This    report,    however,    dated  back    to    the    conference 
held  in  October,  13S7,    since  which   time*  no   white  Elder  had   labored 
on    that   island;    and    it    could  only  be    surmised   that    the   work 
there  was   at  a   standstill. 

Pres.    Bjgler   the$  made   some   remarks   relative    to    the  dismissal 
of   the  Elders  and  desired   them  to   express   their  feelings  on  the 
subject.    r,1hoy  did   so,    one  after  the   other,    and    the   feeling   to  obey 
the   counsel   of  Pres.    Young  and   return  home  as   speedily  as   possible 
was  unanimous,    when  it  was   put   to  vote. 

The   necessity  of  appointing  native  Elders   to   take   charge   of 
the  mission  was   next  discussed  andthe  following  appointments  were 
made:    Elder  Kaiihune  was  appointed   to   preside   over   the  Laftai

The  brethren  who  were  present 
felt  first  rate  and  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  worxk  of  Co  d  was 
not  finished  in  these  lands,  but  only  delayed  f  o  r  a  season  and 
that  the  Elders  would  yet  rejoice  in  the  fruits  of  their  labors 
in  Havaj.i  ;ana  be  enabled  to  gather  to  ''/ion  the  honest  in  heart, 
among  the  people  and  iron  the  contaminating  influences  that  now 
surrounds  then,  be  taught  more  fully  the  principles  of  truth  and 
be  qualified  to  become  worthy  citizens  in  the  kingdom  of  Cod."

As  there  ore  no  records  of  any  description  preserved  of  the  Hawaiian 
"•:  sion,7**^J»  the  years  that  the  native  Elders  had  charge  of  the  mission 
the  only  source  of  information  available  to"  t""he//h is torian, when  he  visite^ 
the  islands  In  1895,  was  "by  means  of  interviewing* the  natrives,  who  had 
been  members  of  the  Church  from  the  beginning  end  of  whom  a  few  were 
still  alive  at  that  time//<f^  ,  ,,,      a  »r^A//L 

Among  those  interviewed  by  Elder  Jenson  was  I-SJ30,  -&■  wo num ,  En  o  was 
born  in  1626  on  the  island  of  Maui  and  was  baptized  by  Wm.^arrar  in 
Honolulu  Oct.  7,  1853,  and  confirmed  by  Elder  George  f  .  Cannon.  She 
retained  the  faith  all  through  the  administration  of  the  native  Elders 
and  the  subsequent  career  of  Capt.  Walter  M.  Gibson.  Among  other  things 
she  stated  that  after  the  Am  rican  Elders  had  returned  home  in  1858  the 
natives  continued  to  hold  meetings  in  the  different  branches  and  esoe- 
cially   were  energetic  in  'Holding  the  annual  and  semi-annual  conferences 
each  ye a r,  in  April  and  October.   In  these  conferences  the  same  kind  of 
business  was  attended  to  as  had  formerly  been  done  by  the  American  Elders 
When  the  American  Elders  left  in  1858  there  was  a  large  branch  of  the 

Church  in  Honolulu  presided  over  by  IL&tyiaMjl/Qs.

Kame^kea  became  presiding  Elder,  on  the  island  of  Hawaii ,  while  Kailihuui 

had"  charge  on  the  island  of  Lanai.   J.  IV.  H.  Ilou, presided  in  a  general 

way  over  the  branches  on  the  island  of  Oahu,  while  Robert  Brown,  had 

charge  of  the  mission  en  the  island  of  Kauai.   K'eanu  fa  resident  of 

Honolulu^  in  1895}  presided  over  the  Kakipuu  branch  on  Oahu  in,  1859 

and  there  was  a  branch  also  at  Kaolua  at  that  time.  -Xa-uafri,'  an 

intelligent  who  had  helped  George  0.  Gannon  to  translate  the  Book  of 

Mormon  and  had  filled  a  mission  to  Ilauai,  lived  where  Laie  now  stands. 

Ee  joined  the  Church  there  and  lived  with  two  wives  part  of  the  time  . 

on  the  rock  island  of  Laie.   Keoioi  presided  over  the  E'ailua  Branch 

when  the  American  Elders  went  home,  while  Eahcjna  was  president  of  the 

Kawaihapai  Branch  and  pahoa  over  the  Waianae  Branch.   There  was  also
